KINGSTON, Ont. (CP> — 
Swnne influenza is no more 
dangerous than any other 
strain of influenza.* Dr. R. R. 
Stewart, head of the depart¬ 
ment of microbiology and im¬ 
munology at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity, said Friday. 

He said in an interview that 
in wake of recent reports of a 
possible swine-flu outbreak 
this fall, people are forgetting 
there were no antibiotics dur¬ 
ing a 1918-19 swine-flu out¬ 
break which killed about 20 
million persons throughout 
the world. 

"It’s just like any" other 
strain of influenza. All influ¬ 
enzas have their ma jor effects 
on elderly people with car¬ 
diovascular problems and 
swine won’t be any different.” 

He said the recent outbreak 
in Ontario of Victoria flu is as 
bad as “anything we’ve seen 
recently.”

That virtually eliminated 
the benefit of the $1,174 billion 
Britain borrowed January 
from the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund’s oil .facility.

A new benefit will be paid 
to former prisoners in 
Europe, estimated to number 
between 6,000 and 7,000. 
These benefits will depend on 
the period held in captivity. 

Married veterans will be en¬ 
titled to as much as $128.13 
more a month. Among the 
former European prisoners 
are more than 1,500 prisoners 
taken after the Dieppe raid in 
1942. 

Opposition spokesmen wel¬ 
comed the bill, but said they 
regretted that servicemen 
who escaped or evaded cap¬ 
ture are not included. 

Angus MacLean (PC-- 
Malpeque), who evaded cap¬ 
ture behind enemy lines in 
Europe as a member of^the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, 
said it was the duty of ser¬ 
vicemen to escape.

Some statistics regarding 
your weight (past and 
—-present), your build and your 
height would be helpful in 
understanding your “prob¬ 
lem.” First of all, let me say 
that there Is no sense In re¬ 
ducing If you are not over-

weight, and you say you are 

not. 

You crtuld he miscounting 
calories, and it’s even possi¬ 
ble you are getting more calo¬ 
ries now than with your 
former diet, although this 
seems unlikely. Barring any 
glandular disorder one can 
expect to lose weight on a diet 
as spartan as yours. 


Now, it is possible you were 
more phyaically active prior 
to your dieting, and that your 
recent, relative inactivity is 
accounting for some weight 
gain. This might be even 
more evident in winter 
months. 

Also, your present diet may 
not include as much bulk as 
formerly. More bulk ( residue) 
tendk to improve elimination 
and allow less absorption of 
food from the colon. 

I predict, though, that, on 
your low-caloric regimen your 
weighl will eventually stabi¬ 
lise at an acceptable level, 
but I would not advise you to 
starve yourself for the pur¬ 
pose of remaining under¬ 
weight. That’s as bad as 
being overweight.

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General will try to sell inflation controls

OTTAWA — Still faced with 
the difficult problem of es¬ 
tablishing public credibility 
and trust, the Anti-Inflation 
Board is expected to turn 
over its publicity and infor¬ 
mation directorate to one of 
the government’s top-ranking 
image-makers. 

He is Brig.-Gen. L. C. Mor¬ 
rison, *flow director-general of 
information for defence, 
whose promotion to -major- 
general and appointment as 
public relaiions chief of staff 


for the Anti-Inflation Board 
should be announced jointly 
next week by Gen J. A. Dex- 
traze and Postmaster-General 
Bryce Mackasey. 

Dextraze, as , Chief of the 
Defence Staff, will be second¬ 
ing Morrison to the board, 
and Mackasey, as acting min¬ 
ister of consumer and cor¬ 
porate affairs, will be an¬ 
nouncing his appointment as 
director-general^ of anti-infla¬ 
tion information. 

Replacing Morrison at de¬ 
fence headquarters will likely 
be Col. J. G. Boulet, now 
director of information ser¬ 
vices, whb is expected to 
carry the promotion to briga¬ 


dier-general into his new post¬ 
ing as information director- 
general. 

Since its inception, the Anti- 
Inflation Board has been ac¬ 
cused, particularly by or¬ 
ganized labor and to a not 
much lesser extent by- con¬ 
sumer groups, of controlling 
wages and salaries but not 
doing enough to curb prices. 

The board has been ham¬ 
pered by the reluctance of 
business and industry to im¬ 
pair the competitive positions 
of individual firms and cor¬ 
porations by having price and 
profit fluctuations made pub¬ 
lic. , 

Recently, however, the 
board has announced price 


rollbacks, voluntarily made or 
directed, by a number of 
firms, and decisions made on 
dividend payouts. 

But this has not been 
enough to satisfy organized 
labor, which continues de¬ 
nouncing the anti-inflation 
controls as unbalanced, one¬ 
sided and unfair. 

It is to convince labor and 
consumer groups of its even- 
handedness that the board is 
turning over command of its 
public relations to Morrison, 
whose publicity and informa¬ 
tion shop at defence head¬ 
quarters has beert regarded, 
by both the government and 
those who deal with it, as a 
model.

Union power building 


OTTAWA (CP) — As the 
trade union movement grows 
more united in its opposition 
to the federal anti-inflation 
program, “it will become a 
much greater force to be 
reckoned with.” Joe Morris, 
Canadian Labor Congress 
president, said Friday. 

The CLC leader said in an 
interview the federal program 
of selective wage and price 
controls has pushed the two- 
mill ion-member congress into 
a more active independent po¬ 
litical role. 

“We are talking about poli¬ 
tics in terms of exerting in¬ 
dependent political pressure,” 
Morris said. “We are not 
talking about forming another 
political party.” 

He said the CLC’s decision 
to play a more active in¬ 
dependent political role did 
not necessarily mean a loo¬ 
sening of the traditional ties 


between organized labor and 
the New Democratic Party. 

“I think we can do both,” 
Morris said. 

“But I think what has hap¬ 
pened is that the trade union 
movement has coalesced 
around a straight trade union 
portion on the question of the 
anti-inflation program . . . 
which differs from the NDP 
approach.” 

He said the long-time rela¬ 
tionship between organized 
labor and the NDP was flex¬ 
ible “and there has always 
been room for those differ¬ 
ences.” 

“I don’t think the ties are 
any different with the NDP at 
the affiliate level than they 
were before.” 

Morris said the p i m e 
concern of the CLC had 
always lieen the interests of 
the workers. 

The CLC’s plan to increase 


its independent political activ¬ 
ity did not represent a major 
shift in congress policy, he 
said. 

“I think we have always 
tried to exert some political 
pressure from time to time.” 

The CLC has opposed the 
anti-inflation program since 
its introduction Oct 13 be¬ 
cause labor leaders think 
prices will not be adequately 
controlled while the program 
effectively clamps a ceiling 
on wage increases. 

Morris and other labor 
leaders have repeatedly re¬ 
jected suggestions that they 
should co-operate with the 
government by recommend¬ 
ing ways to make the controls 
program more equitable. 

“We say a law that is bad 
and works against the inter¬ 
ests of the people of this 
country should not be on the 
statute books and we believe 


Retail food costs dipping 
as federal grip continues 


OTTAWA (CP) — Retail 
food prices as measured by 
the federal anti-inflation 
board dropped 1.3 per cent 
during March and are down 
3.2 per cent since the in¬ 
troduction of the wage and 
price control program 5% 
months ago, the board report¬ 
ed Friday. 

The board took some of the 
credit, and compared the 3.2- 
per-cent drop since Oct. 14 
with an increase of 1.4 per 
cent in retail food prices dur¬ 
ing a similar period a year 
ago. 

Despite the recent drop in 
the board’s price index of 
food for home consumption, 
the index was 8.1 per cent 
higher than a year ago. The 
board said this was down 
from annual rates of increase 
ranging from 13 to 16 per cent 
in the early months of 1975. 


While changes in domestic 
supplies and international 
markets were an important 
factor in the food price t$kid, 
the board said “there is 'evi¬ 
dence of restraint on the part 
of food companies both from 
their voluntary price freeze 
(late in 1975) and from their 
concern to remain in compli¬ 
ance with board guidelines.” 

The controls program does 
not apply to the food prices at 
farm level but controls prices 
and profits of major food pro¬ 
cessors and retailers. 

In the Toronto market, the 
board said tha^ one-third of 
items measured have re¬ 
mained the same price and 40 
per cent have dropped since 
the voluntary price freeze by 
major supermarkets ended in 
mid-January. 

The board’s survey moni¬ 
tors the prices of 68 food 


items for home consumption 
in eight major urban centres 
each week. This is more limit¬ 
ed than the Statistics Canada 
monthly survey, which 
showed food prices in Febru¬ 
ary had dropped three-tenths 
of 1 per cent from the pre¬ 
vious month but were 7.1 per 
cent higher than a year earli¬ 
er.

Britain

ving of directing the growth 
of population centres ” 

Although there has been 
strong opposition by the pri¬ 
vate sector in various major 
areas of Mexico to the law, 
Echeverria singled out the 
“Monterrey group” for his 
bitterest attack. 

Mexico’s biggest concentra¬ 
tion of industrial power is to 
be found in and around the 
Monterrey area, and the bu¬ 
sinessmen there are generally 
known for their lukewarm if 
not hostile attitude toward 
Echeverria, not only on this 
law but for the general politi¬ 
cal thrust of his administra¬ 
tion. 

Echeverria spoke to a group 
of same 660 persons, mainly 
government and congressional 
officials.

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Legislators' pay 


W HEN THEY GET AROUND to that section of the 
provincial budget dealing with the 10 per cent 
reduction in‘their pay, it will be interesting to hear 
what the legislators have to say. 

True to his pre-election word, Premier Bennett is 
cutting his own stipend to $46,800, cabinet ministers to 
$43,200 and the rank-and-filers of the house to $21,600. 

It is possible, even at those amounts, that there 
could be some complaining as indicated in the fooferah 
over the government's restraint-policy decision to 
reduce clerical staff for the current session. The argu¬ 
ment on opening day. which threw the proceedings into 
mild confusion, raged on the principle of expenditure 
control for legislative sessions. But underneath it all, 
as pre-session talk showed, was the feeling that fewer 
assistants meant "hardslijp” for members in the dis¬ 
charge of their duties. 

The feeling of being hard-done-by may be shared 
only by a few of the members of the assembly. There 
can be no question that it exists, though. And if it is 
revealed again when the pay-cut comes up in budget

debate. It can only be hoped that attempts won't be 
made to convince the public that the work of MLAs is 
as demanding as many would like to make out. 

The hours are long, admittedly, when the house is 
in session although few remain at their desks full time. 
And it is safe to say that for most of the legislators the 
months in between are fairly easy going. How many 
actually are on the go seven or eight hours a day, five 
days a week? Some, perhaps, but it doesn't often show 
in the individual performances of the majority during 
legislative sessions. -— 

And on that it might be time for second thoughts 
on the old argument that the financial remuneration of 
legislators must be substantial to attract persons of 
the highest calibre to jobs of governing the affairs of 
the people. The voters need to be shown that high 
salaries are merited because legislators are working 
long, hard, efficiently and effectively. 

When members of the B C. legislature start to 
show a higher degree of professionalism, only then will 
the amount of money they are receiving be seen as a 
bargain. 


Endangered specie 


A CCORDING TO CONSUMER Services Minister 
Rafe Mair a law probably will be introduced at 
the next session of the legislature requiring service 
stations to use numerals of a standard size to advertise 
gasoline prices. The size regulation will apply to the .9 
that almost universally follows the price per gallon in 
cents. The display of the .9 as a tiny figure might be 
deceptive. Mr. Mair believes. (But most drivers who 
care must know it’s there.) 

Alberta’s new Unfair Trade Practices Act re¬ 
quires that equal display or prominence to be given to 
the total price of an Item as to partial price, and the 
minister thinks this step is long overdue. 

But for two reasons. British Columbia’s proposed 
action with regard to fractions of cents, if delayed 
much longer, may be too far overdue to be of much im¬ 
portance any more. 

One reason is that the price of gasoline probably 
will go beyond $1 fairly soon. Signs showing the price 
as $1.29.9 even if the terminal .9 is small will take on 
an air of the ridiculous, and most station operators can 
be expected to abandon the practice. (Admittedly, dis¬ 
pensing of gasoline by the smaller litre may come 
along in time to rescue the operators from having to 
advertise prices at more than a dollar.) 

The other reason is that the days of the one cent 
piece may be numbered. It may go the way of the 
farthing, which used to be to the penny just a little 
more than the cent is to the nickel. 
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One of the major uses of the cent has been disap¬ 
pearing abruptly. Victoria is among many cities that 
have done away with parking meters into which cents 
can be fed, substituting machines which will take five 
and ten cent pieces and, if one has neither or not 
enough of them, obligingly will gobble a quarter for a 
stay of as little as a few minutes. With this use out of 
the way, it is extraordinarily easy to accumulate 
pockets full of coppers. Few shoppers want to bother 
to count them out in making purchases. 

If the cent coins were to be taken out of circula¬ 
tion. would prices be in multiples of five cents? At 
first, probably not. In Britain, after the departure of 
the farthing, some prices continued to be quoted to the 
last farthing before the next shilling or pound, and the 
farthing change was given in merchandise, perhaps a 
few pins. The change from a $1.98 purchase, without 
cents, might be a stick of gum. It's difficult, these 
days, to think of another equivalent of two cents. But 
this sort of thing would fade out, and soon people would 
be crowding the stores for $1.45 Day, or as it may be if 
inflation breaks loose again. $6 45 Day. 

And then there’s the problem, in British Columbia, 
of the 7 per cent sales tax. It’s calculated to the 
nearest cent, and the rule is that half a cent shall be 
considered one cent. But no doubt the government 
would be happy to consider half a nickel a nickel in its 
centless collections. Almost as happy as the civic ad¬ 
ministration which, if you don’t have a dime, will ac¬ 
cept a quarter. 


Whose fears will be.realized? 


Washington and Moscow are 
both standing on the sidelines 
watching With fascination and 
dismay the evolution of the 
political situation in Italy. 

They fear the same thing for 
opposite reasons and neither 
can be sure whose fear is the 
more likely to be justified by 
events. 

Washington fears that the 
Italian Communist Party will 
force its way into the Italian 
government and . prove to be 
Moscow’s Trojan horse by 
means of which the Kremlin 
will gain effective control of 
Italy and take Italy out of the 
NATO alliance. 

Moscow fears that the Italian 
Communist Party,will enter 
the Italian government in 
partnership with the Christian 
Democrats, enjoy sharing 
power with them, and evolve 
into an independent, 
nationalistic, and democratic 
party. 

★ ★ 

It fears that if this happens in 
Italy the pattern could spread 
to other Communist parties in 
Western Europe, destroy their 
' usefulness io Moscow as. in¬ 
struments of Soviet im¬ 
perialism. and even affect the 
Communist parties of Eastern 
Europe. 

Both fears are based on the 
same essential facts. The 
Italian Communist Party 
wants to get into the Italian 
government in a partnership 
with the Christian Democrats. 
It has cleared the way for an 
invitation by asserting that it 
favors a “pluralistic and 
democratic” political system 
and would not try to take Italy 
out of the NATO alliance. 

The Chrsitian Democrats 
may be forced by Italy’s 
perilous economic condition to 
invite the Communists to join 
them in the cabinet. 

Italy's inflation rate is one of 
Hie worst in Western Europe. 
Prime Master Aldo Moro has

launched a program of, 
austerity in an attempt to stem 
the inflation. It can succeed 
orfly if wages are stabilized. 

The Communists, through 
their influence m the trade un¬ 
ions, can decide where and 
when the wage line can be held. 
Thay could wreck the Moro 
austerity program just by al¬ 
lowing a wave of strikes. They 
could make It work just by 
ordering Italy’s factory 
workers to go on working at ex¬ 
isting wages. 

At present, the minority 
Moro government is being al¬ 
lowed to carry on by the Com¬ 
munists. Mr. Moro has on 
several occasions of late con¬ 
ferred with Communist Party 
leader Enrico Berlinguer. The 
last occasion was March 17 as 
he was putting the austerity 
program together. The 
program was announced the 
next day. 

The possibility of a coalition 
government to be formed by 
Christian Democrats and Com¬ 
munists is being discussed con¬ 
stantly by all political ele¬ 
ments in Italy. It is referred to 
as the ’ historic compromise.” 

It was the main topic of 
debate at the congress of the 
Christian Democrats h$ld in 
Rome late last month. The 
party seemed to be split down 
the middle over whether to risk 
the "compromesso storico” or 
hope to continue governing Ita¬ 
ly by some other political com¬ 
bination. 

★ ★ ★ 

Washington- is doing its ut¬ 
most to head off the great 
Italian compromise by 
rhetoric, injunction, and wails. 

President Ford. Vice- 
President Nelson A. Rockefel¬ 
ler, Secretary Henry A. Kis¬ 
singer, and ,Gen. Alexander 
Haig, the NATO supreme com¬ 
mander. have isSued dire warn¬ 
ings and argued, in effect, that 


the Communist leopard, can 
never change its spots. 

American diplomats in both 
Italy and France (where a 
parallel compromise also could 
happen) have delivered the 
same message (presumably 
under instructions from 
Washington >. 

French Prime Minister Jac¬ 
ques Chirac has denounced this 
as ' uncalled for” American in¬ 
trusion into French internal af¬ 
fairs. Italians of all parties also 
have been inclined to resent the 
anxious injunctions from 
Washington. 

Moscow has a more difficult 
time that Washington in finding 
the correct position. It cannot 
object publicly to a Communist 
party gaining power In a 
Western country, hence it can¬ 
not join Washington in openly 
opposing the great 
•‘compromesso.” 

★ ★ ★ 

But it has been insisting in 
speeches at the 25th Party 
Congress and in all official 
propaganda since that all Com¬ 
munist parties'must be loyal to 

:proletarian inter¬ 
nationalism,'' which means 
subservience to Moscow. 

Party General Secretary 
Leonid I. Brezhnev was par¬ 
ticularly emphatic in his 
keynote speech at the congress 
in his denunciation of "conces¬ 
sion to opportunism. ” 

Thus, while Washington tries 
to head off the “compromes¬ 
so,’’ Moscow concentrates on 
what comes after if it does hap¬ 
pen. 

Presumably, it would like to 
denounce Mr. Berlinguer and 
his formula for a 'pluralistic 
and democratic” society as 
heresy. 

But the Italian party is the 
largest in W^tern Europe. Ex- 
communication of the Italian 
party by Moscow might well 
drive all other West European 
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Communist parties into a 
decisive schism, and in the 
process undermine loyalty to 
Moscow in Eastern Europe. 

Can it happen? 

None can be sure. It could 
happen in the weeks or months 
ahead. The situation probably 
favors the experiment in Italy. 
It Is difficult to see how the 
Christian Democrats can 
govern without the co¬ 
operation of the Communists. 
And the Communists say they 
will not co-operate except from 
inside the cabinet. 

If it does happen, whose 
fears will be realized — the 
fears of Washington or the 
fears of Moscow?

CBC radio news, on March 2. 
reported that the RCMP had 
discovered that some of the 
diplomats working for the 
Soviet Embassy in Ottawa 
were in fact KGB agents. The 
story had originated in Toronto 
and revealed that in one or two 
cases the agents had actually 
been expelled from other 
countries for activities incom¬ 
patible with those countries. 
Otto Jelinek, the report con¬ 
tinued, would raise the ques¬ 
tion in the House of Commons 
when it met that afternoon.

This was being reported as a 
straight news story as though 
the RCMP had made the dis¬ 
covery for the first time? Gee 
whiz: There was no suggestion 
that the "news" would have 
been known for decades to 
every senior RCMP officer and 
other persons familiar with in¬ 
telligence businew. 

Otto Jelinek, MP for Toronto 
High Park-Humber Valley, did 
raise the question in the House 
of Commons as promised. 
First he asked leave to put a 
motion under Section 43 asking 
that all KGB agents posing as 
diplomats lose their accredita¬ 
tion and be "forthwith recal¬ 
led.” The request was denied. 

★ ★ ★ 

Later, in the question period. 
Jelinek asked Solicitor General 
Warren Allmand if he was 
aware that a number of person¬ 
nel at the Soviet Embassy, 
"listed falsely as part of the 
Soviet Union's diplomatic 
corps." were actually Soviet 
spies, members of the KGB. 
and if so what steps the 
minister proposed to take to 
expel the individuals. 

Mr. Allmand replied with 
something that every Canadian 
should but apparently doesn't 
know, i.e., the RCMP are 
aware that certain members of 
the Soviet Embassy staff, in 
Ottawa, are with the KGB. 
They have known it for some 
tinna.” And he added "I can¬ 
not say more about what they 
are doing. That would be 
counter-productive ”

that the staffs not be held "in camera’’ The 
U S. congressional examina¬ 
tion into the activities of the 
CIA and the FBI has exposed 
nearly all of the practices of 
the intelligence world.

The RCMP only have to hire 
more staff to keep tabs on the 
extra agents. 

Later, Jelinek asked the 
secretary of state for external 
affairs, Allan MacEachen. if it 
was government policy to al¬ 
low KGB spies to be active un¬ 
der the noses of the govern¬ 
ment. Mr. MacEachen replied: 
"If the activities of any 
members of the embassy staff 
were inconsistent with their 
diplomatic status, they would 
he asked to leave the country." 

★ ★ ★ 

MacEachen's answer was 
not the whole truth. Officials 
assume that KGB agents are 
involved in activities other 
than normal diplomatic ac¬ 
tivities; but the assumption is 
hard to prove. What 
MacEachen should have said, 
if he had wished to be precise, 
is that agents who are caught 
in the pursuit of activities 
other than normal diplomatic 
activities, would be asked to 
leave the country. 

Agents don’t often get 
caught. They are trained to 
avoid that experience — but oc¬ 
casionally one of them slips up 
When that happens they are 
usually asked to leave with the 
odds 100 to 1 that they will be 
replaced by another agent. 

★ ★ ★ 

This ritual doesn t ac¬ 
complish much. Usually there 
is little publicity involved. We 
have, or are assumed to have, 
good relations with all 
countries and consequently we 
wouidn t want the public to be 
aware of any activities that 
would raise questions about the 
nature of the friendship. 

In 1969. the Royal Commis¬ 
sion on Security reported that 
the level of espionage in 
Canada was increasing, this in 
spite of detente. But the report, 
signed by Max MacKenzie.

ConsideraiiOn should be' 
given to the establishment of a 
joint House of Commons and 
Senate committee to examine 
the whole subject in detail. The 
starting point could be the 
royal commission report. By 
the time it was reviewed 
thoroughly and witnesses cal¬ 
led. committee members 
would have some appreciation 
of .the subject matter. They 
could then ask for an “up-date” 
and look at present practices. 
Once informed on the current 
situation, they.could examine 
the recommendations of the 
royaj commission to see if they 
still make sense. 

And the discussions should 


practice, they demanded equal 
treatment. So a small commit¬ 
tee was briefed but again in 
private with the understanding 
that the details not be revealed 
to the press or public. 

This restriction is a hangover 
from the Cold War. Not only- 
should the committee hearings 
be public, but the RCMP’s top- 
secret briefing should be put on 
national television for the 
education of the Canadian tax¬ 
payers. If there is nothing to be 
concerned about, the facts will 
provide the best proof.

Still touch^and-go 
in the-wo4d/of whales

Now that there's no market 
for whalebone corsets, and oils 
for soaps, cosmetics, polishes, 
and other items are available 
elsewhere, whales may yet sur¬ 
vive. 

But a man who has spent 
as much time as anyone study¬ 
ing and observing the world's 
largest animals, feels it is still 
touch-and-go. 

Zoologist Roger Payne points 
out that right whales, once 
hunted almost to extinction, 
have been protected in recent 
years under an agreement 
signed by 14 nations. 

Yet a population that once 
numbered in the tens of thou- 
sands has dwindled to 
"perhaps fewer than 1,500 in¬ 
dividuals.” Dr. Payne reports. 

He believes two factors are 
behind the whales’ slow rate of 
recovery A few countries that 
did not sign the international 
pact arc still free to hunt the 
animals; and some female 
right whales may calve only 
once in three years. 


Dr. Payne has been studying 
right whales off Argentina's 
Patagonian cost for five years, 
with support from the National 
Geographic Society and the 
New York Zoological Society. 

He explains that the species 
was given its name by whaling 
men in the 19th century. To 
them, "this was the right' 
whale to hunt because it swims 
slowly, ha*-an unusually rich 
store ot baleen or whalebone, 
and float!* when dead,” he 
writes. 

The scientist was impressed 
by the gentleness and 
playfulness of the 40-ton 
creatures and notes: "Perhaps 
the most surprising yet persis¬ 
tent feature of life in a herd of 
right whales is peacefulness.” 

Where other animals will 
nip. kick or slap their 
obstreperous offspring. Dr. 
Payne never saw whales lose 
patience with the high-jinks of 
their young.

1 have watched many a calf 
boisterously playing about its 
resting mother for hours at a 
time, sliding off her flukes, 
wriggling up onto her back, 
covering her blowhole with its 
tail, breaching against her 
repeatedly, butting into her 
flank,” he records.

Droopy Eyes is scratching 
again, chasing the elusive itch 
of the addict from the arm to 
the thigh to the stomach and 
back to the arm. 

“Bull. .he says. Hie 
tone is Oat, the voice as ex¬ 
pressionless as the face. He 
looks and sounds like some¬ 
one who has left the grave for 
a night on the town. 

“Bull. .he repeats. 

Nothing profound. Nothing 
to lift the spirits of a re¬ 
searcher. Yet, Droopy Eyes is 
underlining what Tall Chick 
and the other Street People 
are saying: Victoria, despite 
some recent declarations 
from on high, isn’t really 
making-it big in the World of 
- dope and dolls. 

The people close to the 
scene rate it as Smallsville. 


Daddy (that’s how they see 
Health Minister Robert 
McClelland) is barnstorming 
the sub-culture fringe. His 
evening trip is prompted by a 
young project worker long on 
honest effort and enthusiasm, 
but equally long on gullibility. 

And there — on March 18 — 
stands the freshman cabinet 
minister before the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce relating a modern-day 
Tale of Two Cities. 

One city is little old Vic¬ 
toria, a place of quiet dignity. 
The other Is also Victoria, a 
jungle where the hard drug 
trade is overseen by the 
bounty hunters — t»ugh guys 
in their early 20s who control 
The Boys, a gang of 14 to *16- 
yearolds who, in turn, tell the 
“baby hookers” — teeny-bop¬ 
per prostitutes — where to 
ply their trade. The Boys

It’s sort of the Rube City of 
Dope County. 

Right now some of them are 
sitting in this warm smoky 
place drinking beer and talk¬ 
ing about heroin. Drinking 
beer and talking about .jail 
and the narcs, and even — oc¬ 
casionally — a bo* it some 
dream of a “straight” life in 
the future. A dream that 
always seems to be around 
the next comer. 

Droopy Eyes can make it. 
He’s sure of that. All he needs 
is a truck- If only he had a 
truck, if on# . . . The thought 
dies with the last spark of the 
cigarette butt in the ashtray 
before him. 

If he fails it won’t be the 
first time. He has had more 
than one refresher course in 
prison life. So has the Wild 
One. They don’t like it on the 
inside. But, then, there is 
something on the outside they 
detest with equal vigor. The 
naro. The undercover police¬ 
man who haunts the hall- 
world they inhabit. 

Nevertheless, the Street 
People want to impress you 
with what they consider a 
common bond with the 
enemy. They feel the view of 
Victoria’s drug scene is the 
same from both sides of the 
fence. 

“Iiook,” says Droopy Eyes, 
“talk to the narcs. They’ll tell 
you the same thing. It’s all 
bull . . .” " 

He knows a junkie’s word 
isn’t going to be accepted 
unless someone from the 
straight world offers corrobo¬ 
ration. His life is a con game. 
And he knows the rejjprter is 
wise to this — wise to the fact 
that those who live by the 
needle must become convinc¬ 
ing liars. The con is a means 
of survival. It is a tool to be 
handled with expertise after a 
painful apprenticeship. 

But in this case Droopy 
Eyes and his friends have lit¬ 
tle to gain — or lose. What 
they have to say is essentially 
right. A week of talking with 
the addict, the dealer, the 
former prostitute, the narc, 
the professional treatment 
person, produces a loose pic¬ 
ture of small-timers riding the 
kiddies’ merry-go-round at 
the adults’ carnival. 

Victoria’s underworld 
emerges as a place without 
any cohesive drug network, 
without elite dealers or much 
reaf muscle, and with nothing 
more than a token effort at 
prostitution. 

The social tragedies are 
there, all right. But the situa¬ 
tion isn’t what it seems to be 
when Big Daddy comes call¬ 
ing. 

The scene is like this: Big 


also keep the drug pushers in 
line. Linked with this tidy lit¬ 
tle network are the boosters 
— the shoplifters who help fi¬ 
nance the drugs. 

Big Daddy’s tale is based 
on a tour of a couple of mid- 
town nightspots and an 
amusement hall where the 
kids have barely kicked over 
the last traces of puberty. 

In the days following the 
speech a couple of Interesting 
things happen. The health min¬ 
ister apologizes to the Bounty 
Hunters for using the motor¬ 
cycle club’s name in identify¬ 
ing the gang of overseers. 
And, unknown to all but those 
conoemed, the enthusiastic 
project worker is told by the 
person who hired her that her 
services are no longer re¬ 
quired. 

Some of the Street People 
and others concerned with the 
drug problem chuckle over 
Big Daddy’s story. Some 
shake their heads and say 
nothing. 


of the survey are still at the 
dreaming stage. 

“We all know the type. If 
they sold a bag of grass in the 
last week they will amplify 
that into 50 pounds. And they 
won’t quit talking about it” 

The words tumble out 
quickly as Tall Chick and a 
handful of the others face the 
cold light of morping in a 
room a few miles removed 
from the downtown core. 

Tall Chicly has been around. 
The flush of youth that should 
still be there has long since 
been blotted from her face by 
the miseries of the H-Train 
she has ridden through the 
East and West. 

Today she is coming down 
frojn that heroin express, 
coming down with the substi¬ 
tute methadone and a desire 
to make an eventual clean 
break from the past. 

She doesn’t laugh at the 
McClelland tour. She doesn’t 
laugh at anything. She just 
agrees with the others that 
the Big Time and all the Mr. 
Bigs are somewhere else. 

She nods as the blonde with 
the nervous smile says: “The 
only dope (heroin) you get 
here is brought over by peo¬ 
ple who get somq bread to¬ 
gether and go to Vancouver. 

“Maybe $400 for a bundle 
(2> caps). Then they probably 
have to. give two caps off the 
top to the guy who sells it and 
they do another one or two on 
the ferry coming over.” 

The idea is to sell the stuff 
at $45 a cap in Victoria after 
paying $15 to $25 a cap in 
Vancouver. 

Tall Chick dismisses Vic¬ 
toria’s commuting dealers as 
small-timers. 

“They rise to the top like — 
what do they say? — like 
scum rises. They stay there a 
week, a month, or maybe a 
couple of months at the most. 
Then they’re gone. It’s some¬ 
body else’s turn.” 

She makes one other point: 
“All the dealers in Victoria 
are addicts. There are none 
that are non-addicts.” 

“None that we know of,” in¬ 
terjects Frosty Prosty, a 
baby-faced former Vancouver 
prostitute. 

Frosty casts just enough 
doubt to indicate that no one 
knows exactly what the true 
picture is. 

Whatever it is, it isn’t much 
. like Toronto, Tall Chick says. 

’’Toronto is the big organi¬ 
zation city. Anything that 
goes down is immediately 
dealt 'with. They don’t fool 
around. Vancouver has a lot 
of stuff (police say B.C.' has. 
more than half of Canada’s

A former junkie says motor¬ 
cycle gangs don’t want any¬ 
thing to do with hard drugs. 
He says he used to knock 
around with the Bounty Hunt¬ 
ers, but they wanted him out 
because he was riding double 
with a*monkey on his back. 
That made him a “heat bag.” 

“They don’t want the heat.” 
he says. “They can’t afford It. 
Bike clubs get blamed for 
everything.” 

Tall Chick and some of the 
others know about Big 
Daddy’s trip long before he 
makes his speech. The grape¬ 
vine is good in their world. 
They see Alice in Wonderland 
going through the looking 
glass and finding the post¬ 
puberty characters playing! 
the part that is expected of 
them. 

“TJiose who made this trip 
weren't attuned to the con you 
get,” says the unsmiling Tall 
Click. 

She says die young subjects 


addicts 1 but there are more 
big level operators in Toron¬ 
to.” 

Tall Chick and the ex-prosti- 
Jute agree most of Victoria’s 
addicts aren’t in the heavy 
user category. 

“There are a lot of j>eople 
who just chip in this city,” 

says Tall Chick. She says they 
use the stuff on a part-time 
basis, maybe shooting up on 
the weekend. 

“I can’t see there being too 
many hard users in Victoria,” 
says Frosty Prosty. “There’s 
just not enough stuff around.” 

Because of supply the big 
habit people are better off in 
Vancouver. Especially the 
women. They can sell their 
bbdies and support their 
habit. 

“You know, it’s a funny 
thing when you think of it,” 
says Frosty, “but when I 
worked the streets in Van¬ 
couver (he price of a trick 
was always the same as the 


There is a bitter edge to 
some of her memories. “I 
must have been nuts. I used 
to trust everyone. I got ripped 
off for all my clothes by one 
of the girls, far God’s sake.” 

But working the street in 
Victoria is worse in another 
way, the two say. There just 
isn't enough business: 

They agree that there are 
maybe si^ or so full-time 
prostitutes. • Tall Chick says 
most of them are “going 
hungry.” 

The words strangely paral¬ 
lel those of a narc, who says 
on another day there are 
probably a half-dozen full- 
time prostitutes over the age 
of 20 and that some are 
almost “starving.” 

Tall Chick and Frosty ’ 
Prosty don’t know of any 
“baby hookers.” But the narc 
says: “There have always 
been 12 and 13-year-old 
hookers.” 

He doesn’t consider them 
full-time or professional — 
just kids who turn 'a trick 
when the opportunity or need 
arises. 

Beyond this, there are 
always male addicts. who 
score customers for their ad¬ 
dicted girlfriends, and the oc¬ 
casional older call girl cater¬ 
ing to long-time customers. 

The regulars are nearly 
always junkies. No one seems 
quite sure about the sprink¬ 
ling of call girls and teeny- 
boppers. 

Business, as a rule, isn’t 
good enough to make pimping 
worthwhile. Wild One says his 
own attempt fizzled wben the 
two girls he had on the street 
attracted very little attention. 
It’s more than ftve years 
since the last pimp was sent 
down for living off the avails 
of prostitution. 

There is some dispute about 
just how much muscle is to be 
found in the hard drug trade. 
Some of the younger kids say 
the local scene is not without 
cool, calculating and extreme¬ 
ly mean enforcers. The others 
say enforcement isn’t an or¬ 
ganized or regular feature 
and is, at best, amateurish. 

Beatings are sometimes 
“laid on” in the case of rip- 
offs — junkies robbing other 
junkies or small-time dealers. 

To TaA Chick, it might go 
something like this: “Listen, 
John, I’ll turn you on to two 
or three caps if you break the 
guy’s arm.” 

She sees one definite change 
in the Victoria picture — a 
sharp increase in the number 
of people carrying small 
handguns. 

“It just seems to be a chain 
reaction thing. The other guy 
has one, so you get one — 
especially if the other guy is 
your enemy.” 

While it’s looked on as a 
protection against ripoffs. (in 
place of enforcers) she 
doesn’t think most of those 
carrying guns have any inten¬ 
tion of using them. 

“If you’re dealing and it’s 
known you’re not packing 
chunk around, they’ll rip you 
off.” Tall Chick says. 

Frosty Prosty calls it a “se¬ 
curity blanket.” 

Tail Chick makes a habit of 
scanning the court stories in 
the newspapers and knows a 
lot of the people facing 
charges. She says 95 per cent 
of those involved in small¬ 
time holdups (corner stores, 
service stations) are junkies.

Carol Hailey, founder of the 
Victoria Drug Concerned Soci¬ 
ety, pleads for projier medical 
treatment for addicts. She 
also wishes authorities would 
listen to the demands of pris¬ 
on inmates who want proper 
withdrawal treatment. 

Everyone involved seems 
aware that cocaine — “the 
plaything of the wealthy” — 
is growing in popularity. But 
it is still heroin that lingers as 
the main hangup of the Street 
People. 

Although she knows many 
people think there is no such 
thing, Tall Chick is insistent 
that she has an “addictive 
personality.” 

She also believes there is 
about it a suicidal tendency.

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$2 million in forgotten bank accounts 


OTTAWA (CP) _ More 
than $2 million is lying un¬ 
claimed in Canadian bank ac¬ 
counts opened by citizens, 
companies and organizations 
that have apparently forgot¬ 
ten about them. 

The Canada Gazette, in an 


annual report, lists more than 
15,000 such accounts, contain¬ 
ing anywhere from 310 to sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars. 

Chartered banks are re¬ 
quired by law to report all ac¬ 
counts of more than $10 that 


have not been touched for 
nine yeara. 

A list of all such accounts is 
compiled and printed in the 
Canada Gazette, published by 
the Queen’s Printer in Otta¬ 
wa. 

If unclaimed in the follow¬ 
ing year, the money is trans¬ 


ferred from the chartered 
banks to the Bank of Canada. 
Citizens retain ' the right to 
claim it at any time beyond 
that but no interest accrues 
while it is in the central bank. 

Amounts of less than $10 
are not published. The funds 
are simply transferred to the 


Bank of Canada and turned 
over to the federal treasury. 

Most unclaimed accounts of 
more than $10 contain 
amounts of $100 or less but 
some contain up to several 
hundred dollars and a few 
range into the thousands. 


One Bank of Montreal ac¬ 
count in Ontario holds 
$11,503.93 in the name of 
Kathleen Creamer, “address 
unknown." 

Another contains $19.11 
in the name of Nothing 
Moses, Virginiatown, Ont. 


Trudeau promises to look 
at bilingualism inefficiencies 


TORONTO (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau promised 
Friday to examine inefficien¬ 
cies in the federal govern¬ 
ment’s bilingualism program 
for the public sendee claimed 
by Keith Spicer, commis¬ 
sioner of official languages, 
but took issue with some of 
Spioer’s points. 

Spicer, in bis annual 
report Wednesday, attacked 
the program as costly, poorly 
thought out and ineffective. 
He suggested it be gradually 
eliminated and that bilin¬ 
gualism be brought to the 
schools. 

Trudeau, in a ques- 
tion-%nd-answer session with 
Ryerson Polytechnical Insti¬ 
tute students, said he could 
not see a major shift resulting 
from the Spicer report, but 
added the government would 
“learn from criticism where 
the inefficiencies are.” 

“If some of the programs, 
which we know are certainly 
costly, are also inefficient and 
counter-productive, we will 
try to improve them," he 
added. _ 

He said he was all for 
school pupils starting to learn 
French, “but we don’t run 
that.” 

“We are not going to start 
giving the provinces billions 
of dollars to teach French,” 
he addied. 

Even if such a school pro¬ 
gram began now, those taking 
it would probably not attain 
federal deputy minister level 
for another 40 years. 

“I don’t think we can tell 
Quebec: ‘Cool off, fellows, in 
40 years we’ll be able to talk 
French to you.’” 

He said if the government 
ran down its bilingualism poli¬ 
cy for civil servants, “we 
might save some money, but 
I’m not sure we’d save the 
country.” 

It would be beautiful if all 
Canadians spoke both official 
languages, but “I don’t think 
we have a chance in hell of 
doing it in the next 1,000 
years.” 

He said the government was 
Tying to get people who were 
serving French-speaking and 
English-speaking people to 
serve them in their own lan¬ 
guages. 

However, he conceder Spi¬ 


cer might be right in saying 
too many civil service posi¬ 
tions—there were 53,000 in all 
—might have been classified 
as requiring a bilingual ca¬ 
pacity. 

Other points from the prime 
minister’s one-hour session: 

• In moving to bring the 
British North American Act to 
Canada, his government has 
no intention erf taking power 
to amend it unilaterally but 
would do so only with the 
agreement of all the prov¬ 
inces. He also hoped the prov¬ 
inces would agree on a 
process to bring the constitu¬ 
tion home. 

• The government still has 
no intention of picking up the 
tab for the Montreal Olym¬ 
pics, either through some kind 
of equalization payments to 
Quebec or otherwise. The 
equalization grants were to 
ensure basic services for 
have-not provinces, and it 
would be unfair to inflict the 
cost of this “extraordinary 
service” on the people of 
other provinces. 

• Canada faces both a risk 
and a moral dilemma in sell¬ 
ing nuclear reactors to other 
countries, but these countries 
are mostly energy-poor and 
he questioned whether Cana¬ 
da should take a dog-in-the- 
manger attitude. 

• The United States would 
be foolish to invade Cuba over 
its interventon in African af¬ 
fairs, as hinted by State Sec¬ 
retary Henry Kissinger. Cana¬ 
da would speak out against 
such a move, but “we can’t 
run the world” and any Cana¬ 
dian action would be through 
the United Nations. 

• To a question as to 
w hether he supports the idea 
that municipalities should 
have a greater share of feder¬ 
al funds, he said the federal 
position is that if the prov¬ 
inces and municipalities want 
more money, they should 
raise taxes. 

“The people should know 
they are paying taxes to the 
provinces and. if they feel 
they are paying too much, 
they can . change govern¬ 
ments,” he said. The federal 
government would continue to 
be willing to collect taxes im¬ 
posed by the provinces.

Miserable mice 
for hospitals, 
trustee charges 


DUNCAN — A North Van¬ 
couver hospital trustee raked 
the B.C. Hospitals Association 
ever the coals here Friday for 
the “miserable represent¬ 
ation” it is giving the 
member hospitals in confron¬ 
tations with the provincial 
government. 

Speaking to delegates from 
25 Vancouver Island hospitals 
attending an association area 
council meeting in Duncan, 
Tom Marshall, a Lions Gate 
Hospital trustee, said: “Dra¬ 
matic events affecting every¬ 
body in this province are hap¬ 
pening but the association is 
unwilling to muddy its feet in 
the burning issues of the 
day." 

Marshall, a Vancouver law¬ 
yer, Was invited to speak at 
the two-day combined spring 
meeting of the Vancouver Is¬ 
land area council of the B.C. 
Hospitals Association and Is¬ 
land district council of the 
Hospital Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation, which ended Fri¬ 
day. 

The hospital association in 
B.C. was formed in 1917. to 
represent the collective voice 
of hospitals in the province. 
Ti>e Vancouver Island area 
council is one of eight geogra- 
piuc councils in which thee 
member health care agencies 
are grouped. 

Marshal], who is well known 
for his criticism of the BCHA, 
has been a hospital trustee for 
a number of years and has 
been deeply involved with the 
association. 

Although the association 
has been asking the govern¬ 
ment to increase the $l-a-day 
rate for hospitals in this prov¬ 
ince for a number of years, 
Marshall said, it wasn’t the 
association’s influence that fi¬ 
nally brought on the increase 
last mouth. 

“It wasn’t because of our 
representation ... tha govern¬ 


ment just took a hardnosed 
look at their budget and de¬ 
cided the increase was neces¬ 
sary to meet the costs.” 

Unless the association tries 
to influence the government, 
Marshall said, millions of dol¬ 
lars in research and planning 
done during the past three 
years are going to go down 
the drain because the associa¬ 
tion has failed miserably in 
representing the member hos¬ 
pitals in the continuing battle 
with government. 

“It is not enough for U6 to 
attend the tea cup meetings 
with provincial government 
officials as we have done in 
the past with our middle-age 
aloofness — we have got to 
know what we want and go 
after it,” he said. 

Suggestions given by Mar¬ 
shall to increase liaison with- 
the provincial government in¬ 
cluded a lobbyist in Victoria 
and a better relationship with 
the media in presenting 
BCHA’s views. 

President of the provincial 
association, Mrs. Phyllis 
Whittome of Duncan, who 
spoke after Marshall and 
praised him for sharing his 
background of dedicated ex¬ 
perience. told the hospital 
trustees that the association is 
making every effort to correct 
some of the problems the 
North Vancouver hospital 
trustee mentioned. 

“I personally intend to be 
persistent in getting appropri¬ 
ate responses from the min¬ 
ister and his department on 
questions of hospital care in 
this province,” she said. 

In the election of officers 
for the Vancouver Island 
council of the BCHA, trustee 
Don Beaton of Nanaimo was 
elected chairman while Mike 
O'Brien of Victoria General 
was elected vice-chairman 
and Dave Mprtenson of the 
Nanaimo Hospital waa picked 
secretary-treasurer. 


open-line radio program Tru¬ 
deau said the government es¬ 
timates that Canada’s rate of 
inflation will be brought down 
to eight per cent by the end of 
this year from the 10.6 per¬ 
cent in 1975. 

It would be possible to bring 
it down to six per cent-^possi- 


bly even four per cent—in one 
to 1% years, but this would 
result in "tightening the 
screws on everybody” and in¬ 
creasing unemployment.

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NHL, players ready to sign 
new long-term agreement 


Browns keen on Warfield and Csonka 


MONTREAL (CP) — A 
five-year collective 'bargain¬ 
ing agreement, announced 
.jointly by the National Hock¬ 
ey League Players’ Associa¬ 
tion and the National Hockey 
League last October, will be 
signed “within days,” league 
president Clarence Campbell 
said Friday. 

The new player-owner pact, 
described as the longest in 
professional sports history, 
covers the period from Sept. 
15, 1375, through Sept. 14, 
1980. 

‘‘As far as we are con¬ 
cerned the agreement is all 
ready to be signed,” Camp¬ 
bell said. “As a matter of fact 
we are conforming with it 
now and will be contributing 
an additional $300,000 in pen¬ 
sion benefits and increased 
awards between now and May 
1 .” 

Signing of the agreement 
was left hanging while Alan 
Eagleson, the Toronto lawyer, 
who is an executive-director 
of the NHLPA, checked out 
possible legal problems con¬ 
cerning the pact. 

Eagleson, contacted at - his 
office in Toronto, confirmed 
the two sides are in the 
process of signing the agree¬ 
ment “within 10 days or two 
weeks.’* T ~' 

“There are no problems,” 


Eagleson said. “We had to 
delay the signing because of 
all the changes going on in 
other sports.” 

He cited the court cases of 
baseball players Andy 
Messers mit h and Dave 
McNally, along with football 
player John Mackey’s case 
against the National Football 
League, as holding up pro¬ 
ceedings. 

“We just had a few tech¬ 
nical and legal problems to 
sort out . .. and re-structure 
the wording of the agree¬ 
ment,” Eagleson said. 

The agreement is highlight¬ 
ed by the players* recognition 
that “the owners have the 
right to equalization or com¬ 
pensation” from another NHL 
team which acquires the’ser¬ 
vices of a player who has 
played out his option. 

Despite the fact no formal 
signing of the pact had taken 
place, the agreement was put 
to an early test when centre 
Marcel Dionne, then with the 
Red Wings, decided to exer¬ 
cise his option and not return 
to the Detroit club this sea¬ 
son. Instead he opted to play 
for Los Angeles, but could not 
sign with the KingsAmtil De¬ 
troit received what if termed 
satisfactory compensation in 
the form of defenceman Terry 


Harper and forward Dan Ma¬ 
loney. 

It was also agreed that a 
team and player-may negoti¬ 
ate a no-option contract. In 
these cases, the player, at the 
end of the fixed term of the 
contract, is unconditionally' 
released and as a free %gent 
may negotiate with any other 
NHL team without: eompensa 
tion to the team he ljgaves. 

Campbell said under the 
agreement the players’ pen¬ 
sion plan has been increased 
by 50 per cent, to $750 for each 
year of service from $500. 
Under the old scheme a 
player with 10 years NHL ser¬ 
vice was eligible for a pension 
of $8,800 per year at 55. Under 
the new scheme 10 years’ ser¬ 
vice warrants an annual pen¬ 
sion of approximately $14,000 
per year at the same age. 

During the term of the 
agreement, the players and 
the owners agreed that each 
side would receive 50 per cent 
of the proceeds from interna¬ 
tional hockey games. The 
players agreed to pay out of 
“and to the extent of cumula¬ 
tive proceeds from interna¬ 
tional competition 50 per cent 
of the increased costs of the 
new’pension plan.” 


The award money provided 
by the league for the Stanley 
Cup playoffs, team finish in 
each division for the Tegular 
season, all-star games, indi¬ 
vidual trophy awards, will be 
Jhcreased 'to $1.65 million this 
season from the $1,562,000 of 
one year ago. 

It increases- substantially 
each year until 1979-80 when 
S2 million will be distributed. 

This season the players re¬ 
ceive $23 as a daily travel al¬ 
lowance. That figure will be 
increased by $1 a day each 
year, reaching $27 for the 
1979-80 season. An identical 
reimbursement scale for 
training oamp is in eiffect for 
protected players and players 
who are not protected but who 
have played 50 or more 
games in the NHL the pre¬ 
vious season. 

Part* of the agreement 
states that in the event of 
merger between the NHL and 
the rival World Hockey Asso¬ 
ciation, “the players shall be 
entitled to terminate their 
agreement with respect to 
certain provisions of the stan¬ 
dard player contract and shall 
be entitled to re-open negotia¬ 
tions in regard to equalization 
and free agent status.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
recent financial troubles of 
MacMillan Bloedel resulted 
from a lack of communication 
between senior management 
and company directors, 
Ernest Richardson said 
Thursday. 

Richardson, interim head of 
Canada’s largest forestry com¬ 
pany, made the comment in 
an interview while discussing 
a $26-million loss in Mac- 
M i 11 a n Bloedel shipping 
operations. 

He said the loss revolved 
around “problems of timely 
disclosure” in 1974. 

“I mean there is some evi¬ 
dence that senior people in 
the company were responsible 
for not disclosing certain 
things in a timely fashion.” 

He would not elaborate. 

MacMillan Bloedel loot $18.9 
million in 1975, the first loss 
in the company’s history, com¬ 
pared with a profit of $72.2 
million in 1974. 

Denis Timmis, chief execu¬ 
tive officer, and George Cur¬ 
rie, chairman of the board, re¬ 
signed from the company a 
week ago. 

Richardson and Derek Par¬ 
kinson, vice-president of fi¬ 
nance, also said in an inter¬ 
view that the company has 
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more shipping losses to face 
in 1976 and possibly in 1977. 

They also said the company 
won't be moving into any new 
ventures for awhile but expect 
a profit “of reasonable pro¬ 
portion” for 1976. They de¬ 
clined to give figures. 

Parkinson said the shipping 
subsidiary, Canadian Trans¬ 
port Co., had 3-6 million ton# 
of shipping under charter at 
its peak. This now is down to 
1.2 million tons and is expect¬ 
ed to drop to one million tons 
by the end of 1976. 

In the meantime, Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel will take deli¬ 
very this year bf two new 
50,000-ton ships for use in the 
lumber trade and two more 
ships in 1977. 

Parkinson said Canadian 
Transport, in addition to ship¬ 
ping MacMillan Bloedel goods 
produced in B.C., did some 
charter work of its own in 
1973 and showed a profit of 
$4.25 million that year. 

He said the shipping divi¬ 
sion recognized a potential 
problem because shipyards 
were concentrating on tanker 
orders and in the late 1970’s 
MacMillan Bloedel would face 
staggering freight rates or 
would not be able to find 
lumber-carrying ships to take 
goods to world markets. 

But by 1974 the lumber 
market had/ peaked and 
freight rates [dropped and an 
expected uptom in lumber 
markets failed to materialize 
In 1975 when Canadian Trans¬ 
port chartered ships were 
kept available.

Golds and industrials were losers and oils and base 
metals gainers in March activity on the Toronto 
Stock Exchange.

TORONTO (CP) — The 
number of violent crimes 
against Canada’6 banks almost 
doubled in 1975 from the pre¬ 
vious year and resulted in a 
loss of more than $5 million, 
the Canadian Bankers’ Asso¬ 
ciation said Thursday. 

There were 1,067 such of¬ 
fences during 1975, up from 
545 a year earlier. 

Quebec, with about 21 per 
cent'of the bank offices in the 
country, had 62 per cent of 
the offences. 

The net loss to the banks— 
money stolen less than reco¬ 
vered—was more than $5.17 
million across Canada in 1575 
compared with $1.51 million a 
year earlier. 

Michael Ballard. CBA’s 
director of security, said 
much of the increase in 
money lost was the result of 
extortions and kidnappings in¬ 
volving large amounts. 

During the first two months 
of 1976, there were 159 of¬ 
fences, an increase of about 
20 per cent from 132 in the 
same period a year ago. 

There are just more than 
7,000 bank offices in Canada,

The statistics compiled by 
the CBA, the industry associa¬ 
tion of chartered hanks, show 
an especially sharp increase 
in Quebec and British Colum¬ 
bia. 

Quebec reported 656 of¬ 
fences in 1975, an average of 
two for every five bank of¬ 
fices and up from 288 a year 


earlier. British Columbia had 
198 offences in 3975, or an 
average of about one offence 

tor every four affices, against 
56 in 1974. 

The Atlantic provinces had 
eight offences in both 1975 and 
1974, Ontario had 144 in 1975 
and 129 the previous year and 
the Prairie provinces had a 
decrease to 51 last year from 
64 in' 1974. 


Ballard .said that although 
the continuing increase in 
bank offences disturbs bank¬ 
ers and law enforcement 
agencies, there are encourag¬ 
ing signs. 

H£ said the organized gangs 
responsible for most bank of¬ 
fences a year ago have vir¬ 
tually disappeared and now 
well over half of all incidents 
involve only one person. As 


well, 18 per cent of all at¬ 
tempts are thwarted without 
loss of money and half of all 
robberies net less than $2,000. 

However, he said Bank- 
related crimes have taken an 
even more dangerous turn in 
recent years, with kidnap¬ 
pings and extortions involving 
bank employees and their 
families. 

Ballard said satisfactory so¬ 


lutions must be sought to the 
problem including “the option 
of more severe sentencing in 
the courts and less leniency in 
matters of bail and parole.” 

The CBA’s reward pro¬ 
gram, to recognize the assis¬ 
tance of individuals, has paid 
out an average of $40,000 a 
year to about 75 individuals 
for assistance in 40 to 50 
cases, he said.

Garden notes 


The topic ol the moment in 
many gardens is potato plant¬ 
ing. Although a few brave 
# soula may have already put in 
their early varieties, most of 
us still have the job ahead of 
us. 

Once the earliet are in, we 
can be a bilt more leisurely 
with the maincnop spuds. 

Success in growing early 
potatoes depends a lot on se¬ 
lecting good seed — a good 
strain of a good variety, and 
seed tubers free from disease 
— then in giving them a head 
start by pre sprouting them 
before planting. 

★ ★ ★ 

As I pointed out earlier in 
the year, advance sprouting 
serves several very useful 
purposei. end not the least of 
these ia that it makes the de¬ 
tection of diseased or other¬ 
wise unsuitable seed potatoes 
possible. 

For example, tubere which 
have suffered from a touch of 
frost may produce thin, weak 
sprouts which never develop 
Into husky plants nor maka a 
satisfactory crop. 

Tubers whioh fail to aprout 
at ail in their sprouting trays 
should go to the incinerator 
without delay. There is some¬ 


thing seriously wrong here 
which might possibly spread 
to your whole cropland could 
even contaminate your gar¬ 
den soil. 

1r it it 

Most vegetable crops pro¬ 
duce poorly unless the ground 
is worked over well In ad¬ 
vance of planting time, but 
not the potato. 

This is one food crop which 
may be planted in freshly 
worked soil; in fact, it is quite 
possible to do your digging 
and your planting all in one 
operation. 

When your soil is in good 
working condition — neither 
too wet nor too dry — take 
out furrows or trenches 5 
inches deep and 30 inches 
apart. 

It is a good idea to run a 
pronged cultivator through 
the bottom of the trench to 
loosen the soil e : bit. 

it ir it 

If you sprouted your seed 
potatoes as I advised earlier, 
look them over Just before 
planting and rub off all but 
the two strongest sprout* on 
each tuber or piece. 

Set these in the loose soil in 
the bottom of the trench, 
spaoing them 14 inches apart. 


If you didn't get around to 
sprouting your seed potatoes, 
bung them In anyway. Any 
specimens larger than a 
Grade “A" large egg may be 
cut in half, making 6ure there 
are N sprouting eyes in each 
portion. » 

ir it it 

On top of the seed tubers in 1 
the trench, dump in all the old 
manure, compost, leafmould 
or half-rotted organic matter 
that you can lay your hands 
on. 

That pile of leaves you 
raked up last fall should be in 
just about the right condition 
for this job. 

This layer of half^rotted 
rubbish is most important if 
you are to harvest clean¬ 
skinned, scab-free potatoes. 

Two points to note especial¬ 
ly are, first, that the stuff 
doesn’t have to be completely 
rotted, as for other vegeta¬ 
bles, and second, it goes into 
the planting furrow ON TOP 
of the seed pieces rather than 
under them. 

This is because the roots, 
when they form, will be at the 
base of the shoots, whena the 
sprouts emerge from the seed 
piece, rather than from the 
bottom of the seed piece. Lit¬ 


ter placed below the seed is 
useless to these roots. 

■ * ★ it 

Next, make with the fertilis¬ 
er, scattering one cupful per 
running yard of row on top of 
the layer of organic rubbish. 
This will work its way down 
in the soil water and will 
became available to the roots 
when they moat need a lift. 

' Two precautions here, do 
you will get all leaves and nu 
you will get all leave and no 
spuds. Do NOT use hen ma¬ 
nure on potatoes, as it encour¬ 
ages scabby skins. Suitable 
fertilisers for potatoes and 
other root vegetables are 
6-8-6, 5-10-5 or 8-12-6.

Finally, fill in your trench 
with the draw hoe- Personal¬ 
ly, I think there is some ad¬ 
vantage in doing this filling-in 
on the instalment plan, cover¬ 
ing the Utter with about an 
inch of aoU now and adding 
more as the shoot* make their 
appearance above ground. 

Don’t cover the growing tips 
— unless a late frost should 
threaten — but- keep pulling 
earth up around the stems 
with the hoe until they are 
growing out of a substantial 
ridge.

What the SLA did to her, 
what prison may do to her 
will be neither as violent nor 
as permanent a distortion of 
personality as the publicity 
which ia converting her into a 
speculation in the minds of 
her observers. 

Myths are best left to the 
storytellers. If Patty Hearst 
had been a Greek myth, for 
example, she would have 
turned into a four-hour drama 
— the daughter of a king of a 
remote city-state who rebelled 
against her father, killing him 
and her mother (literally, 
needlass to say, as well as fig¬ 
uratively).

Then, gathering her tunic 
about her, the Greek Patty

At the conclusion — not 
your proverbial happy ending, 
you may be sure the chorus 
would wring the last edifying 
precept out of the fate of 
thoae who have the “hubris,” 
the gall, to disturb the order 
of gods and men. 

Since Patty is an American 
myth, she is the stuff novels 
are made of, or would have 
been one once 

One can imagine her aa the 
anti-heroine of another Theo¬ 
dore Dreiser American 
Tragedy, played off in a kind 
of moral symmetry against a 
blonde faotory worker. 


Scott Fitzgerald would have 
been fascinated by Patty and 
her money and her uncertain 
place in that most uncertain 
of classes, the American aris- 
trocracy (so uncertain it is 
not even acknowledged). 

But Henry James might 
have come closest to doing 
justice to the Patty myth, 
dramatizing in exquisite shad¬ 
ing* all the ironlea of in¬ 
nocence as its own corruption. 

With the novelist* as myth- 
makers, Patty would have 
had a chance. . o 


Alas, this being 1976. she is 
left in the hands of quarreling 
psychiatrists, pop-historians, 
and other culture analysts.

She is being read by the ul¬ 
tra-right as a monster of the 
ultra-left. She is being read 
by the ultra-left as a martyr 
to the ultra-right. She is 
being read by the centre as 
an all-purpose cautionary tale 
for a soci«ty-in-crisis. 

Endlessly interpreted and 
over-interpreted, she ia treat¬ 
ed aa everything but a contra¬ 
dictory and ultimately unex¬ 
plainable individual in consid¬ 
erable trouble. 

But as we prate glibly on — 
often as spaced out from real¬ 
ity as Patty herself — there is 
one fact we ought to re¬ 
member about mythroakers. 

Historians do not judge 
Greece by Antigone but by 
Sophocles. And Patty Hearst 
does not stand on trial as the 
measure of America as much 
as her myth-makers do.

Have we the moral imagi¬ 
nation to understand Patty 
Hearst with such intensity 
that we also understand a lit¬ 
tle more about ourselves? In 
the presence of a myth this is 
a myth-maker’s challenge. 

So far we are not exactly 
proving to be Sophocles, are 
we? Or Henry James. Or 
even Dorothy Kilgalltn.

This is, by and large, what 
the electorate wants, rather 
tlwm the truth: It wants to be 
sweet-tongued, stroked, com¬ 
plimented, entreated, toadied 
to, and fawned at It wants its 
image of itself to be built up, 
not run down.

cuts his eyeteeth in his first 
campaign.

Nearly the entire art of get¬ 
ting elected (which has little 
enough to do with administra¬ 
tive or legislative abilities) 
consists of telling carefully 
calculated lies, or at least 
avoiding candor as gracefully 
as possible.

If voters could be made 
aware of the glaring discrep¬ 
ancy between the public sta¬ 
tements and the private sen¬ 
timents of most of their elect¬ 
ed officials, they would be 
locked right out of their 
booths. 

If a man has to practice 
deception to get into office 
how can he turn around and 


suddenly become “truthful” 
after election — especially 
when, in almost every case, 
he is yearning for re-election? 

Double-talk becomes a way 
of life to him; it servet and 
protects him from his own ig¬ 
norance, prejudice, and fol¬ 
lies. The truth would make 
him free — from public office.

Walt Whitman said that to 
have great poets we must 
first have great audience. 
Even more so in politics, to 
have great leaders we must 
have great electorates, willing 
to listen to hard truths, to be 
rebuked more than flattered.

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Jury rejects Kapp’s damage claim 


Maud S must own a unique niche in horse-racing history. 

She was sold in 1884 by a proud and loving owner who 
couldn’t tolerate her star status, and he received $40,000 al¬ 
though the agreement included the proviso that she wouldn't 
he campaigned again. 

Only a real harness-racing buff would know anything 
about Maud S, but in her day she was undisputed queen of 
her world, and her fame was unsurpassed. 

“She was.” said a story which appeared dn the Jan. 29, 
1900 issue of The New York World, “the fastest trotting horse 
that had ever appeared in the history of the world. The — 
peerless daughter of the great Harold and that patrician of 
blue-blooded dams, Miss Russell, was the queen of the trot¬ 
ting turf. Her name was mentioned with acclaim in the four 
comers of the earth. The fame of her name, better known 
than that of a host of reigning monarchs, overshadowed even 
the great name of her owner.” 

The story, on a yellowed, fragile and taped-together page, 
which, not at all surprisingly, was among the racing memor¬ 
abilia collected over the years by Jack Short, resulted from 
an article by George S. Boutwell in the January, 1900 issue of 
McClure’s Magazine, 

Maud S was, until he could no longer stand the competi¬ 
tion, the pride and joy of William H. Vanderbilt, eldest son of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, whose success with steamship and rail¬ 
way lines founded the Vanderbilt fortune. 

The little chestnut beauty, as Maud S was described, once 
did the mile in 2:08.75 minutes, a truly spectacular time for 
that era, and there was some amazement when Vanderbilt 
sold Maud S to New York-banker Robert Bonner, one of the 
leading horsemen of the day. p 

“I want to sell Maud S, and you are the one man in the 
world I want to sell her to,” yanderbilt told Bonner when the 
two met to firm up negotiations started by an intermediary. 
"I’m offered $100,000 by a syndicate of Cincinnati racing 
men, but I won’t sell her to them at any price. She would be 
campaigned and the public would say I still had an interest in 
her. You won’t race her, and I know you won’t allow 
gambling with her. I want you to have her.” 

There was no real trouble over the price, although Van¬ 
derbilt said no to Bonner’s bid of $35,000. 

“You gave $33,000 for Rarus, you gave $35,000 for Dexter 
and you gave $38,000 for Pocahontas,” Vanderbilt told Bon¬ 
ner. “I have a pride in this. I want you to give more than 
$38,000.” 

Bonner immediately offered $40,000, and Vanderbilt was 
satisfied. 

Maud S became Bonner’s pet. She was sent to his beauti¬ 
ful home ir. the Westchester Hills, given the choicest stall in 
the celebrated Bonner Stables, and had a lush 18 acres all to 
herself. She outlived both Vanderbilt and Bonner, and it 
wasn’t until both had passed on that Boutwell, a former sena¬ 
tor who was secretary of the treasury under President 
Ulysses S. Grant and leading counsel for the prosecution in 
the impeachment of Andrew Johnson, told his story. 

Boutwell was present when Vanderbilt answered a 
friend who asked why Maud S had been sold. 

Vanderbilt told of all the letters he received from strang¬ 
ers asking about the pedigree, care, ago, and treatment of 
Maud S — so many of them that he could not answer them 
without more labor than he was willing to give. 

“When I drive up Broadway." Vanderbilt said, “|Jrople 
•;<Jo not say ‘there goes Vanderbilt’ but they say ‘there goes 
Maud S.’ ’’

“Sportswriters are the bitchiest people on earth. They 
are impossible to satisfy.”’ 

The quote belongs to an unnamed newspaper publisher 
and was included in a story written by Wick Temple, general 
sports editor of Associated Press, in the latest issue of the AP. 
World. 

The stage was set when the publisher wrote to an AP 
bureau chief complimenting hirft on improvements in the 
state report, and one of the items he mentioned was that his 
sports editor was raving about the service he had received — 
a situation the publisher obviously felt was the final proof of 
excellence. 

Temple, who has been around long enough to know what 
is on the other side of the coin, commented that sportswriters 
and sports-editors “might add that their ‘readers are even 
bitchier than they.” 

“That, in fact, is the theme whenever sports-editors 
gather to try and figure out new ways to shove 10 pounds of 
copy into a five-pound news hole,” wrote Temple. “The 
sports reader differs from the average reader in that he 
KNOWS that he has more expertise on the subject than the 
poor jerk who wrote the story.” 

Or the poor jerk who has the job of deciding which five 
pounds gets used. 

It's an occupational hazard which is never likely to be 
removed, but Temple brought a reminder about one that can 
be shifted. 

“The last thing we wafft on the AP wire,” he wrote, “is 
fan journalism. A sports reporter with an overwhelming per¬ 
sonal interest in the tt-nam he is covering is not a reporter at 
all — he’s a public relations man for the team.” 


SAN FRANCESCO (AP) - 
Former quarterback Joe 
Kapp was dealt a staggering 
defeat Friday by a United 
Slates district court jury 
which ruled in favor <5f the 
National Football League in 
his anti-trust suit. 

Kapp, now 38, said he was 
forced out of football five 
years ago and sought a multi- 
m ill ion-doll ar settlement from 
the NFL. A six-member jury 
took six hours to decide Kapp 
had not suffered damages and 
-should receive nothing. 

‘‘I’m disappointed, of 


course, and hope it doesn’t 
hurt the players over-all,” 
said Kapp after the verdict 
was read. 

Judge William T. Sweigert, 
who presided over the month¬ 
long trial, issued in late 1974 o, 
summary judgment in the 
case declaring several NFL 
rules in violation of anti-trust 
laws. Those decisions still 
stand despite the trial verdict. 

Kapf> contended he was 
forced out of football by an 
illegal boycott after he re¬ 
fused to sign an NFL stan¬ 


dard player contract with 
New England Patriots. His 
lawyer and agent, John Elliott 
Cook, said the contract was 
illegal because of certain NFL 
rules. 

Charles Hanger, Kapp’s 
counsel in the trial, said after 
the verdict came in: “I as¬ 
sume we’li appeal.” 

Any appeal would have to 
be based on an error of law 
by Judge Sweigert during the 
trial. 

Billy Sullivan, president of 
the Patriots, said: “This is a 
gratifying experience. I’ve 


never had another like it. I 
feel justice was served.” 

Kapp also played quarter¬ 
back for British Columbia 
Lions and Calgary Stam- 
peders of the Canadian Foot¬ 
ball League. 

Judge Sweigert twice ex¬ 
plained to the jury during his 
final instructions that al¬ 
though he had found some 
NFL rules were in violation of 
anti-trust laws, “it does not 
necessarily follow that the 
plaintiff is, for that reason 
alone, entitled to recover 


damages on his anti-trust 
claim.” 

The burden of proof was on 
Kapp’s side to show he suf¬ 
fered damages from the de¬ 
fendant’s anti-trust violations, 
the judge said. And the NFL’s 
contention was that Kapp suf¬ 
fered only “a self-inflicted 
wound.” 

Kapp’s anti-trust suit was 
filed in 1972, the year- after 
NFL commissioner Pete Ro- 
zelle ordered him out of the 
Patriots’ training camp for 
refusing to sign an NFL stan¬ 
dard player contract. Kapp 


played in 1970 under a memo 
agreement promising him 
$600,000 for three seasons. 

Part of the NFL’s defence 
was based on wording in a 
1970 collective bargaining 
agreement which required all 
players in the league to sign 
standard contracts. 

In a partial summary judg¬ 
ment issued Dec. 20, 1974, 
Judge Sweigert held that the 
NFL player reserve system 
violates federal anti-trust 
laws. The trial was necessary 
to determine damages.

B.C. has service crisis 


The province is in a crisis 
situation concerning delivery 
of services to people, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. John Hogarth, 
chairman of the B.C. Police 
Commission. 

Hogarth was a member of a 
panel Friday at the Universi¬ 
ty of Victoria, discussing the 
changing roles of the profes¬ 
sions. 

The seminar was part of a 
weekend program celebrating 
establishment of a law faculty 
this school year at UVic. 

Highlight comes today with

Costs out of sight 
and poor will suffer 


receiving honorary law de¬ 
grees at ceremonies this 
morning at UVic’s old gym, 
and a dinner tonight at the 
Empress at which Justice 
Minister Ron Basford is ex-

Hogarth said costs of deli¬ 
vering services in legal, medi¬ 
cal and social professions 


were going out of sight. He 
said an increase of 20 per cent 
was needed annually to main¬ 
tain services, 

He said the tremendous 
growth in these fields in the 
1980s and early 1970s had fi¬ 
nally caught up, and society 
Was no longer able to afford 
the services. 


The poor would suffer, Ho¬ 
garth said, but he tempered 
his remarks by assuring his 
Audience that the crisis would 
be short-lived. 

Sharing the platform with 
Hogarth were Mr. Justice 
David McDonald of the Alber¬ 
ta Supreme Court, Dr. Pau¬ 
line Jewett, president of 
Simon Fraser University, Dr. 
Peter Banks, past president of 
the British, Canadian and 
B.C. medical associations, 
and Harry Arthurs, dean of 
Osgoode Hall law school.

How does $13 fare 
for ferry hit you?

B.C. Ferries patrons can 
look forward to higher fares 
which would fluctuate by sea¬ 
sons and hours if Transport 
Minister Jack Davis adopts 
recommendations made in a 
B.C. Institute for Economic 
Policy Analysis report. 

The institute, located at the 
University of Victoria and la¬ 
belled a "think tank," was 
brought into being in May, 
1973, by the former NDP gov¬ 
ernment and is slated for 
phasing out this fall by the 
Social Credit regime. 

Research associate Leonard 
Roueche’s final report on the 
pricing policy of B.C. Ferries 
was given to Davis earlier 
this week and contained the 
following recommendations: 

• Automobile fares be 
raised from the current $5 to 
$9 in the winter months (No¬ 
vember to March!, $10 for 
spring (April to June) and fall 
( September to October) 
months and $13 for the sum¬ 
mer (July and August) 
period. 

• Experimentation be un¬ 
dertaken to even out daily 
loads by charging dilferent 
rates for autos. Roueche’s ex¬ 
ample: $13 between 6 a.m. 
and 6 p.m., $12 at 7 p.m., $11

Minister intervenes 
in Marguerite pact 

Radio station CJOR nays Transport Minister Jack Davis 
has intervened in a proposed contract involving crew 
members of the government-owned ferry Princess Mar¬ 
guerite. 

The station says A0 members of the Brotherhood of Rail¬ 
way, Airline and Steamship- clerks have negotiated a two- 
year contraet that would give the employees wage increases 
ranging from 23 to 27 per rent in the first year. The 
agreement would rome Into effect with the start of the Mar¬ 
guerite's regular season run in May. 

The agreement has not been ratified by the B.C. Steam 
ship Co., owner of the ferry, and the union. ( JOR says Davis 
lias told the uifion the agreement must come under federul 
wage and price controls.

The report noted ^operation 
deficits of the provincially-run 
system were increasing at a 
staggering rate—-the 1974-75 
deficit at $25 million, the 
1975-76 deficit at $50 and the 
estimated deficit for 1976-77' 
pegged at $90 million. 
Roueche said the figures did 
not include capital costs. 

500,000-hour ivait 

In 1974, the estimated time 
travellers wasted in waiting 
on the two major runs 
(Schwartz Bay - Tsawwassen 
and Horseshoe Bay-Nanaimo) 
amounted to nearly 500,000 
hours—* 

From a two-ship, one-run 
operation in 1960, the ferry 
system has grown to a fleet of 
25 ships and 12 routes. 

The annual traffic load in 
1961-62 was 2-million passen¬ 
gers and the 1974-75 figure 
was 9.6-million passengers. In 
the same period vehicle vol¬ 
ume grew from 697,000 to 3.6 
million. 

Roueche, .who spent about 
six weeks on the project, com¬ 
pared the fares charged by 
B.C. Ferries with other ferry 
operations. A standard, four -* 
passenger car would be 
charged between $9 and $13 
during the summer by B.C. 
Ferries. The same vehicle 
would be c harged $18 by Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific, $18.80 by 
Washington state, $18.50 by 
Black BaU. $50 by B.C. 
Steamships and $107 by Sea- 
link, which operates on the 
English Channel. 

14*man crew 

Roueche cited the Black 
Ball’s Coho, which operates 
between Victoria and Port An¬ 
geles, In studying B.C. Fer¬ 
ries’ higher operational costs. 
The Coho is almost identical to 
B.C- Ferries’ Queen of Sidney 
and Queen of Twawwassen 
with capacities of 100-140 cars 
and 1,000 passengers. Howev¬ 
er, because of different safety 
regulations, the Coho has a 
* 14-member crew while the Ca¬ 
nadian ships require 30 crew 
members. 

The report took into account 
that tourism is an important 
industry to Vancouver Island 
but said there was no evi¬ 
dence higher ferry rates 
would substantially reduce 
tourist traffic. 

"Ever/ if this were the 
case." the report continued,; 
"it would tend to be of [set by* 
local residents vacationing 
on the Island rather than tak¬ 
ing mainland vacations."

1,200-passenger licence carried 
by the large ferries in the 
fleet was non-essential. It said 
that only on very few oc¬ 
casions was the passenger ca¬ 
pacity ever approached. A 
lowering of the capacity would 
result in fewer lifesaving and 
trained personnel required by 
federal government regula¬ 
tions. 

Flexibility needed 

Roueche sounded a warning 
about rigidity in prices. 

"The fare levels^ suggested 
in this report are by no means 
the appropriate fares for the 
next 15 years. Since I960, 
fares have remained essen¬ 
tially unchanged but much 
greater flexibility is required 
in the future. The suggested 
fares are only estimates for 
the period 1976-77. ^ 

"At the very least the pric¬ 
ing policy should be reviewed 
annually, and hopefully the 
tarriff can be flexible enough 
to be altered throughout rhe 
year in response to changing 
demand and cost conditions. 
Such a pricing policy will not 
only improve the operating ef¬ 
ficiency of B.C. Ferries, it 
will also provide a unique lab¬ 
oratory for the study jg trans¬ 
portation pricing."

Massive union taking form 
for all provincial workers 


Something that started as a 
dream with the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees’ Union five 
years ago is on the verge of 
becoming a reality in the 
form of an umbrella^ ion for 
provincial employees across 
Canada. 

Even though their uniori ini¬ 
tiated the idea, the 35,000 
BQGEU members will have to 
vote this month on whether 
thdy want to affiliate with the 
new body — the National 
Union of Provincial Govern¬ 
ment Empoyees. There is 
some objection, but rejection 
of the move is seen as highy 
unlikely. 

The ultimate goal is 1 one 
large union covering 500.000 
employees. Hie idea is to es¬ 
tablish a solid lobby in Otta¬ 
wa, particularly now that 
wage and price controls have 
become a major issue across 
the country. 

Some 260 BCGEU delegates 
will debate the proposed affi¬ 
liation during a special one- 


day convention in Richmond 
Sunday. Once they have ac¬ 
cepted it — which is amost a 
oertainty — ballots will go out 
to the membership. 

' During a 1971 BCGEU con¬ 
vention In Victoria, delegates 
passed a resolution giving 
their officers the authority to 
push for formation 81 just 
such a national union. 

The issue touched off a crit¬ 
ical battle between the Cana¬ 
dian Labor Cbngress and one 
of its biggest unions — the Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees — which claimed it 
was the proper union to repre¬ 
sent the people involved. 

At one p:>int CUPE withheld 
Its dues payments to the CLC, 
something that could have 
forced its ejection from the 
congress. The idea of a new 
union for provincial em¬ 
ployees was finally accepted 
and a major break was avert¬ 
ed. 

The founding, convention for 
the new union — NUPGE — is 


set for May 11 and 15 at Que¬ 
bec City on the eve of the 
CLC convention. 

Whatever happens, the big 
union won’t be quite as repre¬ 
sentative of provincial em¬ 
ployees throughout Canada as 
it had hoped to be, at least 
not in the beginning stages. 

The big Ontario provincial 
employees’ union and its 
Nova Scotia counterpart have 
refused to affiliate and have 
been expelled from the CLC 
as a result. 

The provincial groups were 
allowed into the CLC on the 
understanding that they would 
affiliate with an umbrella 
union if and when one was 
formed. 

This does not apply to the 
BCGEU. which belonged to 
the CLC Jong before any such 
question arose. It was the 
union in the congress. 

Alberla. Manitoba, Prince 
Edward Island and Saskat¬ 
chewan unions have voted to 


affiliate with the NUPGE. A 
vote is still landing in New¬ 
foundland.

Sidney and North Saanich Want a recreation 
centre badly enough that they are prepared to build 
it without Central Saanich’s co-operation. 

The Great Tri-Municipal 
Peninsula Recreation Centre, 
billed as one of the most am¬ 
bitious civic projects in the 
area yet, will probably be¬ 
come a bi-municipal project. 

North Saanich Mayor Paul 
Grieve said thi# week he was 
"fed up" dealing with Central 
Saanich officials who, he said, 
had refused to co-operate 
since the start of centre plans 
more than a year ago. 

Officials in Sidney have 
stressed over the past few 
years that this may be the 
peninsula’s last chance for a 
sportplex. Voters in Sidney 
turned down sports centre 
proposals in 1970, 1972 and 
1973. 

Sidney and North Saanich 
are ready and willing to build 
a complex on their own. al¬ 
though that would mean split¬ 
ting ice rink and swimming 
pool in separate locations, and 
paring trimmings drastically, 
according to Grieve. 

"Most people would feel 
more comfortable with a 
smaller centre, anyway," he 
said. 

"We have experienced noth¬ 
ing but complete roadblocks 
from ‘Central Saanich. As 
often as not. their represent¬ 
atives (to the centre steering 
committee) don’t even show 
UP-. 

"Most of the time. Central 
Saanich doesn’t even answer 
our correspondence to them,’’ 

Grieve said. 

The issue was just one of 
four pressing ones on the pen¬ 
insula that Central Saanich 
‘ was not co-operating on. he 
said. 

He cited operation of the 
Peninsula Recreation Com¬ 
mission, discussion of water 
shortage problems, and con¬ 
struction of joint fire protec¬ 
tion facilities as the others. 

Central Saanich Aid. Frank 
Waring. head of parks and 
recreation, said he attended 
meetings he was assigned to. 
but said Aid. David Hill had 
missed some steering com¬ 
mittee meetings because they 
were set up without consulta¬ 
tion with busy members. 

Waring added, "It’s a mat¬ 
ter of record" that municipal 
officials had answered all 
North Saanich corre? 
spondence. 

Grieve was being “unrea¬ 
sonable." he said. 

But he said Grieve was cor¬ 
rect in saying Central Saanich 
would not pay its projected 
share of the recreation com¬ 
mission budget for the coming 
year. 

Central Saanich had Offered 
a flat three-quarters of a mill, 
just more than $17,000. and 
drew the line there, he said. 

That’s about $6,000 short of 
what Sidney and North Saan¬ 
ich want the municipality lo^ 
shoulder for the commission 
that co-ordina.tes all peninsula 
recreation activities. 

Commission head North 
Saanich Aid. Eric Sherwood 
said Friday he was not. on the 
centre steering committee, 
but wanted to work to keep 
the centre tri-municipal. 

I hate this thing of bar¬ 
riers and calling each other 
names. I’m still going to pur¬ 
sue tbe idea of the three of us 
getting together." Sherwood 
said. 

i Constryction of a complex 
by only North Saanich and 
Sidney w'as feasible, he said, 

"but we’d lose a lot — activi¬ 
ty rooms, tennis, squash . . .’’ 

On the water problem ques¬ 
tion, Grieve said Central 
Saanich was stalling when 
both other municipalities 
wanted to set up a body 
among the "fragmented 
water systems" on the penin¬ 
sula. 

Central Saanich was also 
being un-cooperative with 
North Saanich, w/hich wanted 
to share some fire protection 
responsibilities for money 
savings all round, Grieve 
said. 

Central Saanich says its ac¬ 
tions in limiting its contribu¬ 
tion to the recreation commis¬ 
sion and other projects show 
responsibility in inflationary 
times.

AMC announced that it was 
halting all its car-building 
operations in the United 
States and Canada as of Mon¬ 
day. 

Ford and Chrysler said they 
would try to open their plants 
Monday but that a continued 
truckers’ strike would force 
massive shutdowns by mid¬ 
week.

MONTREAL (CP) — The 
Olympic construction picture 
seems to get better as the 
cost outlook gets worse. 

— “Even thg mast of the 
Olympic stadium is going to 
be built higher than we 
though possible,” Jacques De- 
sormeaux, spokesman for the 
Olympic installations board, 
reported Thursday. 

He said construction has 
gone so well that builders now 
plan to take the stadium mast 
or tower to a height of nearly 
170 feet before the Summer 
Olympics, which open July 17. 

While that is still consider¬ 
ably short of the 525 feet the 
leaning mast will reach when 
eventually completed after 
the Games, it is one storey 
higher than builders project¬ 
ed. 

The Quebec government de¬ 
cided to delay completion of 
the mast ar one of several 
time- and cost-saving mea¬ 
sures when it took over re¬ 
sponsibility for the main 
Olympic construction and fi¬ 
nancing from the city of Mon¬ 
treal in November. 

But a Montreal newspaper 
predicted on the basis of in¬ 
formation from experts this 
week, that the stadium cost 
will reach $600 million by 
July, compared with a No¬ 
vember estimate of *564 mil¬ 
lion and a 5120 million esti¬ 
mate three years ago- 

However bleak the financial 
position, the government-ap¬ 
pointed board is confident of 
meeting a June 6 deadline for 
handing over facilities to the 
Olympic organizing commit¬ 
tee, which is responsible for 
staging the Games. 

Desormeaux said that with¬ 
in seveiw days contracts will 
be awarded for landscaping of 
the east-end Olympic park, 
site of the 72,000-seat stadium.

A Victoria builder has been 
awarded in county court most 
of his claim for payment for 
work on a building that subse¬ 
quently fell in. 

Judge Leslie Cashman, in a 
decision received this week, 
said Ken Toby Ltd. deserved 
$4,000 of a 54,650 mechanic's 
lien claim against B.C. Hold¬ 
ings Ltd., for which he had 
erected the four walls of a 
warehouse at 482 Cecilia 
whose roof collapsed m June, 
1972. 

One of the walls also car¬ 
ried away in the collapse, but 
the judge was satified they 
had been of quality construc¬ 
tion and would probably still 
be standing if the roof had not 
fallen. 

Toby’s firm did not build 
the roof, and the company 
that did was not named in 
court. 

The total masonry contract 
for building the walls waa 
$17,650, and Toby received 
513,000 by the time the w-alls 
were completed. Before the 
balance owir^ was paid, the 
roof collapsed owing to a fault 



in roof beams and not be¬ 
cause of any fault in masonry 
work, Cashman said. 

All walls were dismantled 
after the accident and engi¬ 
neers examined the structure, 
discovering that reinforcing 
rods of the foundation, which 
had been built by B.C. Hold¬ 
ings, were of insufficient 
length to splice in properly 
with rods in the wall pillars. 

It was also found the pillars 
were smaller than what was 
indicated by the plans, be¬ 
cause of instructions from the 
defendants general superin¬ 
tendent . 

Some pillars contained few¬ 
er rods than specified and 
some rods failed to extend the 
full length of the pillar, which 
•Toby conceded was a form of 
defect, said Cashman in re¬ 
ducing the claim by $650.

English antique business 


State of confusion exists today

LONDON. England — The 
antiques business in England 
today, according to John Bly,- 
a well-known dealer and au¬ 
thority in Tring, England, is 
in a “state of confusion.’’ 

Inflation, taxes, ignorance 
on the part of both dealers 
and public, and misplaced 
investment hopes, have 
helped trigger the condition. 

The tax system alone has 
became punitive and burden¬ 
some to the self-employed 
dealer, who requires record 
and cash books to allow for 
five different tax ratings on 
all purchases and sales, plus 
the management “know-how” 
to cope with the system. 

The public was led to be¬ 
lieve that general antiques 
were a “good investment,” 
that they would get more 
scarce and escalate sharply in 
price. Many people used an¬ 
tiques as an investment medi¬ 
um without consultation with 
the more responsible dealers 
or with auction-house experts. 

Meanwhile, a curious phe¬ 
nomenon was taking place. 
Both antiques and antique¬ 
dealing had become fashion¬ 
able. There were but 2,000 
registered antique shops in 
England in 1950. By 1969, the 
number had grown to over 
25,000. 

The traditional and fun¬ 
damental structures of the 
trade in England changed 
with this upsurge, says Bly, 
from a well-ordered system of 
hierarchy into a “free-for-all” 
market with every junk shop 
and secondhand dealer (many 
of them irresponsible) hang¬ 
ing out an “antiques” sign, 
and climbing onto the antique 
market bandwagon. 

For a time, says Bly, bad 
as well as good antiques esca¬ 
lated in a most unhealthy 


way. Inept and dishonest 
dealers, using the “good 
investment” line as a prime 
selling tool, sold inferior and 
undesirable merchandise at 
very high prices. 

“Then the investment angle 
of the antique market col¬ 
lapsed,” explained Bly, “be¬ 
cause too many people who 
were selling investment in an¬ 
tiques knew nothing about the 
commodity they were ped¬ 
dling. An unqualified person 
could not predict future de¬ 
mand for a commodity of 
which so little is known about 
jthe supply.” 

“In the category of general 
antiques,” Bly told a monthly 
Antiques Forum in New York 
recently, “we are talking 
about the goods and chattels 
from millions of middle-class 
homes in the western world 
during the 17th, 18th, and 19th 
centuries. There were approx¬ 
imately 10 million of these 
homes in England alone in 
1800. 

“Nobody knows how much 
was made, and how much 
survives. We know now it is a 
great deal more than anybody 
ever thought. This was illus¬ 
trated toy the flooded silver 
market at the time of its 
investment campaign col¬ 
lapse, and by the sudden 
emergence of so many an¬ 
tiques following the recent 
wealth tax scare.” 

Today Bly is encouraged

CALGARY (CP) - A grow¬ 
ing number of disillusioned 
youth are seeking a more 
meaningful life through reli¬ 
gious vocations, a religious 
education teacher says. 

“The tide has turned . . . 
and there’s a growing inter¬ 
est,” said Rev. Fred Cahill, 
who teaches religion at a 
local high school. 

He said many young people 
were reluctant to talk about 
their interest in a - religious 
vocation for fear of being mis¬ 
understood. 

“It's liJdn marriage,” he 
said. “They’re a 'little cautious 
until they see that the path 
is fairly blear. “ 

Doug Pruden, 17, who is 
thinking of becoming a 
Roman Catholic priest, said 
the materialistic values of so¬ 
ciety turned him toward the 
church. 

“I was looking at things to 
do and I saw what they all 
had in common—money,” he 
said. “And I looked at the 
people around me—their lives 
weren’t meaningful or con¬ 
tent.” 

Only 12 priests have been 
ordained here in the last 10 
years, but 11 men from the 
Calgary diocese now are 
studying in seminaries. This 
compares with two or three a 
decade ago. 

Rev, William Trienekens, a 
high school chaplain, said he 
actually got worried when a 
young man said he wanted to 
become a priest. 

“I don’t shout, ‘Hey, I’ve got 
one!’ and then proceed to lead 
him down the priestly path. I 
want to know why,” he said 
“To be a priest today is no 
picnic. To bring religion to 
people is not a commodity 
that’s highly regarded.” j 
A student’s decision de¬ 
pends a lot on the attitude of 
his parents and friends, he 
said. 

“If a boy’s father thinks it’s 
pretty stupid to be a parish 
priest and have no wife, then 
more than likely he will come 
to think this, too.”

Retired 
pastor 
began 
in 1926 


The 50th anniversary of the 
ordination of retired Victoria 
Lutheran minister Dr. Julius 
Bergbusch will be marked 
when the synod of his church 
meets next month in Stony 
Plain, Alta. 

But family celebrations will 
take place in Victoria next 
week. 

It was on April 8, 1925, that 
the ordination took place in 
Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Winnipeg. 

Bergbusch, now a member 
of Grace Lutheran Church, or¬ 
ganized Good Shepherd Lu¬ 
theran Church at Hillside and 
Cedar Hill for newcomers to 
Canada during the immigra¬ 
tion boom of the mid-1950s. 

He was an immigrant him¬ 
self 50 years ago and had 
been in Winnipeg only two 
days when he was ordained. 

Bergbusch was bom in 
Eickel, Westphalia. Germany, 
in 18% and grew up in the 
Rhineland on the Dutch 
border. He went to primary 
school in The Netherlands but 
was a high school student ilT 
Germany. 

At the age of 17 he volun¬ 
teered as a brother to work in 
the medical Institution of 
Mercy in Bethel-by-Bielefeld 
in Germany. 

He was called into the Ger¬ 
man army during the First 
World War and served in the 
ambulance corps. 

After the war he enrolled in 
an agricultural college, a 
Christian school which trained 
men for the church and the 
land. 

* He took two years of educa¬ 
tion as a church teacher and 
then went to the Lutheran 
seminary in Barmen, from 
whfeb he graduated in three 
years. 

After several years as assis¬ 
tant in two parishes, he ac¬ 
cepted a call from the Luther¬ 
an synod of Manitoba. 

After ordination he worked 
as a field missionary in Mani¬ 
toba and accepted a call to 
New Sarepta, Alta., in 1929. 

Seven years later he moved 
to Spruce Grove, Alta., where 
he ministered for 13 years. 

Over the years he held 
various synod offices and in 
1946 he was elected president 
of the Lutheran synod of west¬ 
ern Canada. In* 1953 he was 
awarded an honorary'Doqtpr 
of Divinity Degree and two 
years later he moved to Vic¬ 
toria. 

He retired in 1967.

After 400 years, Catholics in abbey rites 

‘Wounds of our two churches are ancient’—Hume

LONDON—For the first 
time in 400,. years, Roman 
Catholic Benedictine monks in 
black cowls and black hoods 
walked singing in Latin 
t h r Q u g h London’s West¬ 
minster Abbey where the 
Kings and Queens of England 
are crowned. At the end of 
this solemn Benedictine 
monks’ procession walked in 
the same black cowl Arch¬ 
bishop Basil Hume, who three 


hours earlier and only a few 
hundred yards away in West¬ 
minster Cathedral had been 
enthroned as the new Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of West¬ 
minster. 

The huge gothic church 
known as Westminster Abbey 
was during the five centuries 
before the Reformation under 


King Henry VlLl the church of 
tiie bi£ Benedictine abbey in 
Westminster. At that time, 
the two quite separate cities, 
London and Westminster, had 
open country between them. 
King Henry VIII made him¬ 
self head of the new Protes¬ 
tant Church of England —> 
also „ called Anglican Church 


- founded by him, dissolved 
the monasteries and confis¬ 
cated their property. 

When much later the 
Roman Catholic Church was 
allowed again to build monas¬ 
teries in Britain, Benedictine 
monks built at Ampleforth in 
the Northern English county 
Yorkshire their Ampleforth 


Abbey, which the Benedic¬ 
tines have always regarded as 
the successor of their West¬ 
minster Abbey. A senior 
monk at Ampleforth Abbey 
was always — and still is — 
the so-called Titular Abbot of 
Westminster Abbey which had 
ceased to exist as an abbey

B.C. artists enhance mass book 


Victoria’s Tony Hunt and 
three other -BC. artists are 
contributors to a Sunday Mass 
Book published by the Canadi¬ 
an Catholic Conference of 
bishops which will be unveiled 
Wednesday at a reception in 
the Chateau Laurier Hotel in 
Ottawa. 

The mass book will be the 
first prayer book of its kind 
published in Canada and con¬ 
tains the revised texts for 
Catholic/worship as approved 
by Pope Paul VI. 

Original works of 20 con¬ 
temporary artists, represent¬ 
ing all provinces and terri¬ 
tories and including members 
of the native peoples of Cana¬ 
da, were commissioned to il¬ 
lustrate the book and will 
form a permanent collection 
of Canadian art. 

In addition to Hunt, the 
other B.C. artists are Lloyd 
Wadhams of Coquitlam, Jo 
Manning of Sidney and now 
living in Toronto and JohriS-* 
Koemer of Vancouver. 

The artists wiU attend 
Wednesday’s presentation of 
the book and the official open¬ 
ing of the art collection in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The mass book was de¬ 
signed for the English-speak¬ 
ing sector of the church but 
will also contain French-lan¬ 
guage responses to the 
prayers of the mass and other 
prayers. 

Books previously used in 
worship in Canadian Catholic 
churches were published in 
other countries. Planning for 
the new one began in late 1974 
under the direction of the Na- 
lional Liturgical Office and 
ihe publication services of the 
Canadian Catholic Confer¬ 
ence. 

Because this publication is 
a Canadian first, it was decid¬ 
ed to illustrate it with original 
Canadian works from across 
the country. 

The works, which include 
paints, etchings, sculptures 
and metal work, will not be 
sold or given away but will 
remain, together as the art 
collection of the Canadian 
Catholic Conference. They 
will be on display after May 3 
on the 10th floor of the Union 
of Canada Life Insurance 
building in Ottawa.

Hunt's contribution is a red 
cedar panel 152.2 by 90.9 by 
4.9 cm. entitled The Baptism 
of Christ by John the Baptist. 

In It, the 34-year-old artist 
depicts John as a shaman 
wearing red cedar bark cloth¬ 
ing in the Kwakiutl manner 
for important ceremonies. He 
holds a raven rattle signifying 
his status among other chiels. 

Around his waist he wears a 
belt depicting the sisiutl, a 

mythical being with a head at 
each end of its 1**1 y and a 
head in the middle of its 
torso. 

Christ is shown as a young 
man wearing red cedar bark 
regalia. He is kneeling on a 
ceremonial cedar chest of the 


type owned by only the 
highest ranking chiefs. To 
poetess such a chest allowed 
a chief to give away limitless 
' amounts of wealth and power 
for the benefit of all. 

A dove is shown coming 
down from heaven as a Thun- 
derbird in its half-human and 
half-mythical form. The Thun¬ 
derbird Is all-powerful and is

associated with the creation 
•myth. 

Hunt said he completed the 
commission “with the same 
respect given the traditions 
and ait of my ancestors as 
taught to me by my grand¬ 
father, Chief Mungo Martin.” 

“Although our cultures 
differ, within both traditions 
there appear a creator and 
historic figures who have 
dicated themselves to the 
spiritual and secular well-be¬ 
ing of mankind. I sincerely 
hope that through this very 
important project, a greater 
understanding of native cul¬ 
ture will result in a spiritual 
harmony for all peoples of 
this world.”

Current operations Involve 
50 aircraft in 15 developing 
nations of Africa, Asia and 
Latin America. 


Henry Hunt. Trained by his 
grandfather, he began to 
carve totem poles and masks 
as a young boy. 

He has worked in silk 
screen, gold, silver and ivory, 
and also produces jewelry en¬ 
graved in native designs. 

Totem poles carved by him 
and his father stand in Eng¬ 
land. Mexico, Japan, the U.S. 
and many Canadian locations. 

Jo Manning contributed 
seven pencil drawings of 
hands for the liturgical sea¬ 
sons of the year. She says 
they were inspired by the toil- 
worn hands of an old farmer 
who has lived long and richly 
close to the land. 

Miss Manning was bom in 
Sidney in 1923 and moved to 
Ontario during her school 
years. A graduate of the On¬ 
tario College of Art, she has 
held various teaching posts in¬ 
cluding one in print-making at 
University of Toronto. 

Llqyd Wadhams, a Kwa- 
kiutl, was bom at Bones Bay 
in 1938. His first major carv¬ 
ing was an eight-foot totem 
pole for Lieutenant-Governor 
Frank Ross in 1957. 

He began to work in silver 
in 1970. His contribution to 
the collection is a silver chal¬ 
ice and paten with abalone 
shells. 

The design on the chalice 
depicts the raising of Lazarus 
from the tomb. A chalice is a 
communion wine cup and a 
paten is a shallow dish for 
bread. 

John Koemer, who uses the 
spelling Komer in signing his 
works, has contributed an oil 
on canvas titled The Road to 
Emmaus. He is a well-known 
Vancouver painter who was 
bom in Czechoslovakia in 1913 
and came to Canada in 1939. 

He studied in Europe and is 
represented in all major Ca¬ 
nadian art museums as well 
as several in the U.S. 

The oldest artist in the book 
is Jesse Oonark of Baker 
Lake, N.W.T., who did a pen¬ 
cil crayon drawing titled 
Waiting for the Lord. 

Bom in 1906, she had her 
first drawings published in the 
Cape Dorset annual in 1960. 

The other InuS represented 
is Kenojuak of Cape Dorset, 
Baffin Island, one of the most 
famous Eskimo artists. Her 
work has been included in 
almost every major collection 
and publication of the art of 
her people. 

For this % collection she 
created a drawing on paper 
with felt pen. It is entitled 
They are Happy to Eat To¬ 
gether. 


although its church existed as 
an Anglican church. 

Archbishop Basil Hume, 53 
years old and as the new 
Archbishop of Westminster 
the spiritual leader of all 
Roman Catholics in England, 
Scotland and Wales, was from 
1963 until now the Abbot of 
Ampleforth Abbey. His late 
father, Sir William. Hume, 
was a very distinguished En¬ 
glish Protestant heart sur¬ 
geon, and his mother -r- who 
attended his enthronement — 
is a French Catholic. Because 
Basil Hume has been a Bene¬ 
dictine monk since he was 18 
years old and was never a 
bishop, he was consecrated as 
a bishop during his solemn 
enthronement ceremony in 
Westminster Cathedral. He is 
certain to become a cardinal 
soon, because the Archbishop 
of Westminster is always a 
cardinal. 

The Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury Dr. Donald Coggan, spir¬ 
itual head of the Anglican 
Church, is a personal friend 
of Archbishop Hume. Like 
Archbishop Hume he is an in¬ 
tellectual, he was previously 
Archbishop of York, and Am¬ 
pleforth Abbey is near York. 

Only a protocol problem 
prevented his presence at 
Archbishop Hume's enthrone¬ 
ment, at which the second 
man in the Anglican Church, 
Archbishop of York Stuart 
Blanch, led a large group of 
Anglican bishops. (As head of 
a world-wide Church, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury has 
precedence over cardinals — 
which would have created a 
protocol impossibility.) But 
Archbishop Coggan and the 
Dean of Westminster Abbey 
had a unique idea. 

Archbishop Hume was invit¬ 
ed to bring all his Ampleforth 
Abbey monks, and all other 
Benedictines who attended his 
enthronement, to Westminster 
Abbey on the evening after 
the ceremony, and there to 
sing Latin Vespers with them 
— exactly as the Benedictine 
monks hajd done in this 
church for five centuries be¬ 
fore Henry VTU. This was to 
be Archbishop Hume’s final 
act as Abbot of Ampleforth 
Abbey. 

This unique service was 
public and could be attended 
without ticket, but special se¬ 
curity measures had to be 
taken because disturbances 
by Protestant extremists were 
feared. 

Especially in Northern Ire¬ 
land, fanatical Protestants 
would regard this service as 
their proof that the pope is 
conquering Britain. All bags 
and parcels were searched for 
bombs. But no one disturbed 
this first Roman Catholic ser¬ 
vice in Westminster Abbey 
after 400 years, which be¬ 
cause of the civil war in 
Northern Ireland had special 
significance. 


Westminster Abbey was 
packed, mostly by Roman 
Catholics. 

In his short sermon during 
this service, Archbishop 
Hume said: “The wxninds of 
our two churches are ancient; 
the' healing is slow. We have 
been, I think, like two sisters 
— estranged, not on speaking 
terms, quarrelsome, misun¬ 
derstanding each other. The 
sister churches can now look 
back on a past that is dead 
and buried. 

*T am speaking in a groat 
church of the Anglican com¬ 
munion, but (he Catholic 
Church wishes to speak and to 
listen to all churches, to men

‘Choice between 
life and death’ 


ROCHESTER, N.Y. (UPI) 
Rev. Merrill Bittner' one of 
I! women episcopal deacons 
ordained as priests in 1974, 
says she has left the Epis¬ 
copal Church in a “choice be¬ 
tween life and death.” 

Ms. Bittner, explained her 
decision saying: “I have said 
in the past that the journey I 
am on is one of affirming life. 

I now find that it Is impossi¬ 
ble for me personally to be 
about that task within the 
Episcopal Church, because of 
the pain I have suffered from 
a brutally negligent institution 
in its refusal to fully accept 
and affirm the women in itsf 
midst.” 

Mfl. Bittner said she would 


not “abandon the faith that 
was informed my life” but 
that the Episcopal Church 
was “on an altogether dif¬ 
ferent journey, and I pray 
that one day it will actualize 
the life erf faith it articulates 
in its doctrine and worship.” 
'•Ms. Bittner, 28, and 10 other 
women were ordained Epis¬ 
copal priests, on July 29. 1974, 
in a controversial ceremony 
in Philadelphia. 

The Episcopal House of 
Bishops ruled the ordinations 
invalid, but a theological com¬ 
mission later called then 
“valid but Irregular.” Ms 
Bittner’s priesthood has never 
been recognized by the Epiao- 
copal diocese of Rochester.

The failure of the European 
summit meeting to settle any 
of the problems facing Europe 
itself oast a deep gloom over 
the common market and 
raised the question whether 
such meetings are even 
worthwhile. 

Belgian Premier Leo Tin- 
demans, an advocate of Euro¬ 
pean unity, told reporters that 
the summits, which are held 
three times each year, “have 
not yet got their feet on the 
ground.” 

During the two-day meet¬ 
ing, the leaders spent more 
time eating than meeting. In 
fact, their one solid statement 
a declaration backing Brit¬ 
ish efforts to secure free elec¬ 
tions in Rhodesia and urging 
Rhodesia’s whites to accept 
majority rule, emerged over a 
suckling pig banquet Thurs¬ 
day night, not from the more 
formal debate between meals. 


been expected from this meet¬ 
ing were completion of ar¬ 
rangements for general elec¬ 
tions in the nine countries for 
a F.uropean parliament and 
guidelines for closer co-or¬ 
dination of economic policy¬ 
making by the nine govern 
ments. But the discussions 
were so diffuse and incon¬ 
clusive that the nine in the 
end decided- probably wisely 
-not to waste time trying to 
draft a communique which 
would have to straddle all 
their differences.

bailing of two Jewish teen¬ 
agers. 

“As long as Marina Tiem- 
kin (one of the teenagers) is 
held in Russian bondage, we 
shall stop at nothing to liber¬ 
ate her,” the caller said. “We 
are prepared to do to Russian 
children in New York the 
same things being done to 
Jewish children, such as 
Marina Tiemkin." 

The Jewish Defence League 
said later a man claiming to 
represent the JAR had stated 
the JAR is prepared to kidnap 
Russian children.

et law, she will have to wait 
two more years, when she is ! 
18, before she can make her 
own decision about her future.

from the Soviet Union, no 
matter what their age, stilj 
need parental permission in 
order to leave. 

Her father, realizing he was 
blocked from taking his 
daughter, emigrated without 
her three years ago.

West wouldn t 
have to be a genius to see that 
his side needs a lot of made 
tricks to beat this hand So 
after winning the diamond 
king, a shift to ^>ades would 
produce four more defensive 
tricks and Another good 
game goes down one. Iriat's 
what's wrong with the free 
finesse. 

After our deceptive 
declarer won the heart king, 
a club was led to dummy and 
the diamond finesse lost to 
West, Had West been alert, 
the spade shift would have 
come anyway. However, why 
awaken defenders who are 
sleepy? West “was sure” that 
declarer had started with a 
doubleton A-K of hearts and 
returned a lazy heart to drop 
declarer’s ace.

(CPI - 
Swine influenza is no more 
dangerous than any other 
strain of influenza. Dr. R. B. 
Stewart, head of The depart¬ 
ment of microbiology and im¬ 
munology at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity, said Friday. 

He said in an interview that 
in wake of recent reports of a 
possible swine-flu <*itbreak 
this fall. |>eople are forgetting 
there were no antibiotics dur¬ 
ing a 1918-19 swine-flu out¬ 
break which killed about 20 
million persons throughout 
the world. 

"It’s just like any other 
strain of influenza. All influ¬ 
enzas have their major effects 
on elderly people with car¬ 
diovascular problems and 
swine won’t be any different.”

LONDON (CP) — The 
pound fell again Friday, drop¬ 
ping to a new low as the trea¬ 
sury disclosed that Britain’s 
official currency reserves suf¬ 
fered a huge drain in vain ef¬ 
forts to halt the slide.

Meanwhile, treasury figures 
showed the country’s official 
reserves of gold and foreign 
currency plunged by a record 
$1,119 billion in March, with 
$5.9 billion remaining.

Married veterans will be en¬ 
titled to as much as $128.13 
more a month. Among the 
former European prisoners 
are more than 1,500 prisoners 
taken after the Dieppe raid in 
1942. 

Opposition spokesmen wel¬ 
comed the bill, but said they 
regretted that servicemen 
who escaped or evaded cap¬ 
ture are not included. 

Angus MacLean (PC— 
Malpeque). who evaded cap¬ 
ture behind enemy lines in 
Europe as a member of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, 
said it was the duty of ser¬ 
vicemen to escape.

Barring any 
glandular disorder one can 
expect to lose weight on a diet 
as spartan as yours. 


Now, it is possible you were 
more physically active prior 
to your dieting, and that your 
recent relative inactivity is 
accounting for some weight 
gain. This might be“ even 
more evident in winter 
months. 

Also, your present diet may 
not include as much bulk as 
formerly. More bulk (residue t 
tends to improve elimination 
and allow less absorption of 
food from the colon. 

I predict, though, that on 
your low-caloric regimen your 
weight will eventually stabi¬ 
lize at an acceptable level, 
but I would not advise you to 
starve yourself for the pur¬ 
pose of remaining under¬ 
weight.

All it 
takes is a bear wandering 
around in the watershed or a 
dead animal in the creek.” 

There is no more contamina¬ 
tion in the creek than was 
there 100 years ago, Wison 
stated. 

Noting that the samples 
taken last year had no dis¬ 
cernible pattern to them, Wil¬ 
son said it might be difficuflt 
to determine just where con¬ 
taminants were coming from, 
but samples have been taken 
from selected locations in the 
last two weeks in an effort to 
track down any sources of 
contamination. 

Lively debate at the meet¬ 
ing surrounded suggestions 
that the watershed for the dis¬ 
trict was in danger from 
nearby logging operations 
conducted by MacMillan Bloe- 
del. 

In response to suggestions 
that horseback riders and 
trail-bikers could wander into 
the watershed of Nile Creek, 
the source of supply for the 
water district, one man said 
this was impossible, that 
there were no roads into the 
watershed, and investigation 
of the inlet pipe required tra¬ 
velling on foot. 

But another man said Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel has begun log- 
ing on a tree farm above the 
watershed, and has thrown a 
bridge across the creek for 
that purpose. 

Wilson said he had dis¬ 
cussed the matter with legal 
cdunsel, but there was nothing 
that could be done to stop the 
company from logging timber 
on its own property. 

(Wilson said last Friday 
that he had had further dis¬ 
cussions with MacMillan Bloe¬ 
del,' and the company has 
agreed to take special precau¬ 
tions against logging close to 
the creek. The firm also 
agreed to put a gate across 
the road to the bridge and 
keep it locked on weekends to 
prevent people from wander¬ 
ing into the area. The B.C. 
Forest Service will monitor 
the situation.) 

After considerable debate 
from the floor over the purity 
of the water supply, Wilson 
cracked, ‘I wish some of the 
people in this room were as 
pure as the water from that 
creek.”

She was sold in 1884 by a proud and loving owner who 
couldn’t tolerate her star status, and he received 340,000 al¬ 
though the agreement included die proviso that she wouldn’t 
be campaigned again. 

Orly a real harness-racing buff would know anything 
about Maud S, but in her day she was undisputed queen of 
her world, and her fame was unsurpassed. 

“She was,” said a story which appeared in the Jan. 29, 
1900 issue of The New York World, “the fastest trotting horse 
that had ever appeared in the history of the world. The 
peerless daughter of the great Harold and that patrician of 
blue-blooded dams. Miss Russell, was the queen of the trot¬ 
ting turf. Her name was mentioned with acclaim in the four 
comers of the earth. The fame of her name, better known 


SAN FRANCESCO (AP) — 
Former quarterback Joe 
Kapp was dealt a staggering 
defeat Friday by a United 
States district court jury 
which ruled in favor of the 
National Football League in 
his anti-trust suit. 

Kapp, now 38, said he was 
forced out of football five 
years ago and sought a multi¬ 
million-dollar settlement from 
the NFL. A six-member jury 
took six hours to decide Kapp 
had not suffered damages and 
should receive nothing. 

‘‘I’m disappointed, of 


course, and hope it doesn’t 
hurt the players over-all/’ 
said Kapp after the verdiet 
was read. 


Judge William T. Sweigert, 
who presided over the month¬ 
long trial, issued in late 1974 a 
summary judgment in the 
case declaring several NFL 
rules in violation of anti-trust 
laws. Those decisions still 
stand despite the trial verdict. 

Kapp contended he was 
forced out of football by an 
illegal boycott after he re¬ 
fused to sign an NFL stan¬ 


dard player contract with 
New England Patriots. His 
lawyer and agent, John Elliott 
Cook, said the contract was 
illegal because of certain NFL 
rules. 

Charles Hanger, Kapp’s 
counsel in the trial, said after 
the verdict came in: **1 as¬ 
sume we’ll appeal.” 

Any appeal would have to 
be based on an error of law 
by Judge Sweigert during the 
trial. 

Billy Sullivan, president of 
the Patriots, said: “This is a 
gratifying experience. I’ve 


than that of a host of reigning monarchs, overshadowed even 
the great name of her owner.” 

The story, on a yellowed, fragile and taped-together page, 
which, not at all surprisingly, was among the racing memor¬ 
abilia collected over the years by Jack Short, resulted from 
an article by George S. Boutwell in the January, 1900 issue of 
McClure’s Magazine. 

(Maud S was, until he could no longer stand the competi¬ 
tion, the pride and joy of William H. Vanderbilt, eldest son of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, whose success with steamship and rail¬ 
way lines founded the Vanderbilt fortune. 

The little chestnut beauty, as Maud S was described, once 
did the mile in 2:08.75 minutes, a truly spectacular time for 
that era, and there was some amazement when Vanderbilt 
sold Maud S to New York-banker Robert Bonner, one of the 
leading horsemen of the day. 

“I want to sell Maud S, and you are the one man in the 
world I vyant to sell her to,” Vanderbilt told Banner when the 
two met to firm up negotiations started by an intermediary. 
“I’m offered 3100,000 by a syndicate of Cincinnati rticing 
men, but I won’t sell her to them at any price. She would be 
campaigned and the public would say I still had an interest in 
her. You 'won’t race her, and I know you won’t allow 
gambling with her. I want you to have her.” 

There was no real trouble over the price, although Van¬ 
derbilt said no to Bonner’s bid of 335,000. 

“You gave 333,000 for Rarus, you gave $35,000 for Dexter 
and you gave $38,000 for Pocahontas,” Vanderbilt told Bon¬ 
ner. “I have a pride in this. I want you to give more than 
$38,000.” 

Bonner immediately offered $40,000, and Vanderbilt was 
satisfied. 


Maud S became Bonner’s pet. She was sent to his beauti¬ 
ful home in the Westchester Hills, given the choicest stall in 
the celebrated Bonner Stables, and had a lush 18 acres all to 
herself. She outlived both Vanderbilt and Bonner, and it 
wasn’t until both had passed on that Boutwell, a former sena¬ 
tor who was secretary of the treasury under President 
Ulysses S. Grant and leading counsel for the prosecution in 
the impeachment of Andrew Johnson, told his story. 

Boutwell was present when Vanderbilt answered a 
friend who asked why Maud S had been sold. 

Vanderbilt told of all the letters he received from strang¬ 
ers asking about the pedigree, care, age, and treatment of 
Maud S — so many of them that he could not answer them 
without more labor than he was willing to give. 

“When I drive up Broadway,” Vanderbilt said, “ifepple 
do not say 'there goes Vanderbilt’ but they say ‘there goes 
Maud S.’ ”

Kapp’s anti-trust suit was 
filed in 1972, the year after 
NFL commissioner Pete Ro- 
zelle ordered him out of the 
Patriots’ training camp for 
Refusing to sign an NFL stan¬ 
dard player contract. Kapp 


played in 1970 under a memo 
agreement promising him 
$600,000 for three seasons. 


Part of the NFL’s defence 
was based on wording in a 
1970 collective bargaining 
agreement which required all 
players m the league to sign 
standard contracts. 


In a partial summary judg¬ 
ment issued Dec. 20, 1974, 
Judge Sweigert held that the 
NFL player reserve system 
violates federal anti-trust 
laws. The trial was necessary 
to determine damages.

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Mobile home squeeze

David Morris knows of one 
mobile home owner who had 
to slip $6,000 under his land¬ 
lord’s table for the right to 
rent space. 

The provincial consumer 
services department lawyer 
told the story to mobile home 
owners recently, and said in 
an interview this week the 
•blackmail, extortion fee’* is 
becoming common in a mar¬ 
ket so tight for land it is forc¬ 
ing out dealers and renters. 

Speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Victoria area 
Active Mobile Home Owners’ 
Association. Morris said mo¬ 
bile home problems still flood 
the consumer office, and bad 
landlord-tenant gelations is 
the number one complaint. 


QUALITY OF THE HOMES 
themselves — the runaway 
problem during the industry’s 
first few' years-^has slipped 
to second place on the com¬ 
plaints list in the province, 
called "the mobile home 
heartland of Canada” in a 
1975 inquiry into mobile 
homes.' 

Commissioned by the B.C. 
government, the Audain Re¬ 
port pulled the covers from 
the entrance fee affair and 
suggested amendments to the 
Landlord and Tenant Act that 
would make the fees illegal. 

Nothing has been done about 
that or the report’s 44 other 
recommendations, and despite 
a provincial housing depart¬ 
ment secretary’s reply that 
“the report has been filed 
. . Morris said housing of¬ 


ficials are on an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee working to implement 
the report. 

“The Audain report is not 
being forgotten,’’ Morris said. 

THAT'S WELCOME news 
to taxpayers after a five- 
month inquiry that included 
12 public meetings around the 
province attended by 1,700 
concerned mobile home 
owners. 

.BC. already had 44,500 mo¬ 
bile homes in 1975, and the 
exact number in the Capital 
Region is now being tallied as 
part of a housing study by 
regional planners. 

Morris traces all landlord- 
tenant problems in B.C. mo¬ 
bile home parks to the land 
shortage he and others say is 
choking the industry. 

Too few mobile home sites

but not a single landlord has ever been taken to court 


means landlords turn away 
some renters, picking and 
choosing among applicants as 
the natural result of a sellers’ 
market. 

Unfortunately, Morris said, 
trie'choosing has started to in¬ 
volve under-the-table pay¬ 
ments. 

RENTERS WILLING to pay 
cold cash —. no cheques, no 
receipts —. are often those 
who get the limited spaces 
available. Payments, usually 
to the tune of $500-$3,Qp0. 
soared to $6,000 in one recent 
Lower Mainland case, he 
said. * 

And many park landlords 
demand a cut when owners 
sell their mobile homes. Vic¬ 
toria area landlords who also 
run home dealerships defend 
their demands, saying the 


money is commission for 
salesmen. 

Restrictions on the sale of 
mobile homes writhin a park 
add up to the biggest gripes 
the consumer office receives, 
Morris said. 

lANDI^RDS SOMETIMES 

screen buyers even when the 
sale is private, or demand 
owners sell only to them at 
their set price which they 
increase tsousands of dollars 
for the next buyer, he said. 

But with file drawers bulg¬ 
ing with tales of woe from 
tenants, the department still 
hasn’t taken one mobile home 
landlord to court. 

Morris said tenante un¬ 
willing to follow through on 
their complaints, to court if 
necessary, are more often the 
rule than the exception. 


They’re always in too much of 
a hurry to bother with law¬ 
yers. 

B.C.’s RENT FREEZE is 
largely blamed for the short¬ 
age of mobile home pads. 

The last park proposed for 
Sidney, which hasn’t a single 
mobile home, was all set for 
approval when the land was 
put under the agricultural 
land reserve, according to 
municipal administrator Jeff 
Logan. 

A 100-acre parcel sitting 
idle in Langford is also under 
the reserve, and its owner has 
beert fighting for years to get 
development privileges, 
nearby mobile home dealer 
Marshall Smith said. 

Goldstream Mobile Home 
Ltd. owner Bob Bowcott is 


frustrated, too, and said he 
had 173 acres of “bare land” 
he’d like to make into a mo¬ 
bile home park. 

MORRIS PUTS THE 
BLAME elsewhere, though. 

He says the trend to zoning 
allowing higher density hous¬ 
ing has made it markedly 
more profitable for develop¬ 
ers to plan for alternatives to 
mobile home parks. 

Most developers are choos- 
i*ig row housing, con¬ 
dominiums or town houses 
rather than the parks that 
allow only an average of 
about eight units an acre, he 
said. 

And some mobile home 
park owners now want to con¬ 
vert those parks for other 
types of housing. “There have 
been parks closed. I’d be 


worried if I lived in a park 
close to Victoria or any other 
urban centre,” he said. 

THERE ARE GOOD mobile 
home prks, and ethical land¬ 
lords, Morris said. 

But questionable practices 
abound, including “rules and 
regulations that make girls’ 
convents look easy-going.” 

Some renters can’t have 
guests after certain, hours, 
others must register guests, 
and still others age required 
to buy heating oil and other 
materials from certain 
. dealers, the lawyer said. 

The rules are all symptoms 
of the problem that forces 
Capital Region mobile home 
park landlords to turn down 
as many as 40 prospective 
renters each month.

DUNCAN — A North Van¬ 
couver hospital trustee raked 
the B.C. Hospitals Association 
over the coals here Friday for 
the “miserable represent¬ 
ation” it is giving the 
member hospitals in confron¬ 
tations with the provincial 
government. _ . 

Speaking to delegates from 
25 Vancouver Island hospitals 
attending an association area 
council meeting in Duncari, 
Tom Marshall, a Lions Gate 
Hospital trustee, aaid: “Dra¬ 
matic events affecting every¬ 
body in this province are hap¬ 
pening but the association is 
unwilling to muddy its feet in 
the burning issues of the 
day.” 

Marshall, a Vancouver law¬ 
yer, was invited to speak at 
the two-day combined spring 
meeting of the Vancouver Is¬ 
land area council of the B.C. 
Hospitals Association and Is¬ 
land district council of the 
Hospital Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation, which ended Fri¬ 
day. 

The hospital association in 
B.C. was formed in 1917. to 
represent the collective voice 
of hospitals in the province. 
The Vancouver Island area 
council is one of eight geogra- 
pliic councils in which tffcv 
member health care agencies 
are grouped.

Suggestions given by Mar¬ 
shall to increase liaison with 
the provincial government in¬ 
cluded a lobbyist in Victoria 
and a better relationship with 
the media in presenting 
BCHA’s views.

Road, adding new services to 
customers in the area. 

The second involves the 
placement of more than 3.3 
miles of underground and 
aerial cables north and south 
of (he Ladysmith exchange 
and Timberlands Road. These 


new services will provide tele¬ 
phone lines for existing, new. 
and anticipated development 
in the Timberlands and Hoi- 
berg Road areas. 

In addition, a third project 
is currently nearing eomple- 
tion and will be ready for ser¬ 
vice soom 

It is a 14lis-mile aerial and 
underground cable addition 
between the Ladysmith and 
Nanaimo exchanges, expand¬ 
ing the number of circuits be¬ 
tween the two centres. 

“As well,” said Gural, “cus¬ 
tomers will note an improve¬ 
ment in the quality of trans¬ 
mission of their calls.”

DUNCAN — The Cbwichan 
Valley Region Board gave a 
proposed zoning bylaw for 
Cobble Hill third reading this 
week, after the electoral area 
director said a petition asking 
for a 30-day postponement 
was obtained “by tactics bor¬ 
dering coercion.” 

Cobble Hill director Conrad 
Thomas made this comment 
after a spokesman for the re¬ 
cently-formed Cobble Hill 
Ratepayers Association pre¬ 
sented the petition along with 
a plea for the postponement 
so ratepayers could present a 
brief outlining their views of 
the legislation. 

“I have heard how some of 
these signatures were ob¬ 
tained,” Thomas told the 
hoard, “and I think the peti¬ 
tion is worth zero." 

The director related two in¬ 
cidents where signatures had 
been allegedly obtained by 
telling the residents erroneous 
stories about what was con¬ 
tained in the proposed bylaw. 

“One woman w'as told she 
would not be able to park her 
truck in her driveway unless 
her property was farm clas¬ 
sification . . . another person 
was told he would lose his job 
because the proposed bylaw 
would affect his place of em¬ 
ployment. 

“I couldn’t care less if there 
was a thousand names on this 
petition because it is unrelia¬ 
ble and the tactics used were 
bordering coercion,’’ the an¬ 
gered director said. 

Thomas said to the repre¬ 
sentative presenting the peti¬ 
tion that it was unfortunate 
that other members of the 
ratepayer group’s executive 
were not present because they 
wenj^thoroughly familiar with 
the* four-year history of the 
proposed zoning bylaw. 

The spokesman for the rate¬ 
payers’ association, which 
was formed in mid-March, 
said the regional district’s

planning department in draw¬ 
ing up the zoning bylaw had 
not considered the recommen¬ 
dations made by the advisory 
planning commission in Cob¬ 
ble Hill. 

He said this specifically re¬ 
lated to zoning for commer¬ 
cial purposes. 

Presenting a map drawn up 
by the region’s planning de¬ 
partment outlining possible 
commercial areas for the ad¬ 
visory planning commission', 
Thomas said the advisory 


planning commission and not 
the planning department had 
recommended these be rff^ 
moved. * 

He also added that since a 
puhlic hearing March 8 in 
Cobble Hill on the general ef¬ 
fects of the zoning bylaw, 
amendments had been made 
to. designate certain areas in¬ 
dustrial. 

Another petition with 50* 
names supporting the pro¬ 
posed zoning was presented 
by another Cobble Hill resi¬ 
dent, who said the signatures 
were obtained by canvassing 
only three streets. 

A North Cowichan director 
John Cannon praised the Cob¬ 
ble Hill director, who was 
only elected in November, for 
his dedication in getting the 
zoning bylaw implemented 
under adverse conditions. 

“In the last few years, T 
have felt there has been some 
chicanery going on in that 
area ... I am glad to see a 
director who will stand up to 
this." Cannon said. 

Cobble Hill was becoming a 
“cesspool for everything not 
desirable in other' communi¬ 
ties in the region.” Cannon 
said, adding that the regula¬ 
tions are for the general pro¬ 
tection of the public and not 
millstones around their necks. 

The zoning bylaw now has 
gone to the municipal affairs 
department for approval be¬ 
fore it is finally adopted by 
the board.

DUNCAN — The Ladysmith 
director on the Cowichan Val¬ 
ley Region Board said this 
week that his town is getting 
tired of being a subsidizing 
agent for the operation of the 
district. 

“Our Town council would 
like to see considerable re¬ 
straint m spending for the 
coming year,’’ regional direc¬ 
tor Frank Jameson said. 
“Costs have been going up 
but we are getting nothing for 
our money.” 

Jameson, who is also a 
Ladysmith alderman, was 
commenting on a recommen¬ 
dation from the board’s exec¬ 
utive committee relating to 
the purchase or lease of new' 
accommodations for the re¬ 
gional district.

Chairman of the executive 
committee, Pat Clements, 
told the board that more 
space is required and the 
r •committee is considering a 
number of alteratives. 

He said they included the 
purchase *or lease of a build¬ 
ing in the downtown area and 
the possible joint use of a new 
building with the Duncan 
RCMP detachment, which is 
under study. 

The Ladysmith director 
said the town had a very re¬ 
strictive tax base and couldn’t 
afford the increased cost of 
new accommodation, which 
would be included in the 
town’s share of funding the 
regional district. 

Jameson implied that the 
corporate areas such as Dun¬ 
can. North Cowichan and 
Ladysmith were subsidizing 
the electoral areas because 
the municipalities already 
have most of their own ser¬ 
vices. 

The board approved a mo¬ 
tion to obtain an appraisal on 
one downtown building, which 
is for sale. 


The workings of the bureau¬ 
cratic mind are never easy to 
figure out, and Naniamo der¬ 
matologist Dr. Richard Lewis 
says he can shed a little more 
darkness on the situation. 

Lewis, wfio uses the facili¬ 
ties at Nanaimo Regional 
General Hospital to treat pso¬ 
riasis patients from central 
Vancouver Island, has had 
difficulty finding enough beds 


for his patients, many of 
whom are in hospital for 10 
days to two weeks to undergo 
ultra-violet and mudbath ther¬ 
apy. 

About four months ago he 
approached the provincial 
government for permission to 
begin a day-care program for 
his patients. 

Since they don’t really have 
to stay in the hospital over¬ 


night, Lewis suggested that 
with some small procedural 
changes they be permitted to 
come in during the day to un¬ 
dergo therapy, nnd go home 
each night for the duration of 
the treatment, after which 
time their psoriasis is gener¬ 
ally under control and they 
can look after it at home. 


The day-care 
would require no 


program 

additional 


facilities or staff, but would 
free hospital beds in the over¬ 
crowded Nanaimo hospital for 
patients who really needed it. 

Best of all,, the program 
would cost the government 
about $20 per day |»er patient, 
as opposed to the $100 per day 
it now' costs for those who 
stay in the hospital for the 
total duration of their treat¬ 
ment. 


He was turned down. 

•The thinking in Victoria, 
says Lewis, is that, since the 
hospital is so crowded now', 
the beds vacated by the psori¬ 
asis day-care patients will 
quickly be filled with other 
acute-care patients. The net 
expense to the government 
will be $100 for the acute-care 
patient and $20 for the day¬ 
care patient for a total of 
$ 120 . 


“Aggravating a serious 
shortage of hospital beds is a 
curious way to solve our 
health services delivery prob¬ 
lems,” says Dr. Lewis. “The 
money saved on psoriasis pa¬ 
tients would amount to about 
$50,000 each year, and no ex¬ 
penditures on the part of the 
government are required, just 
the permission to use the day¬ 
care procedure for these pa¬ 
tients.”

Scott Bradley Hyggen 
was sentenced Friday to 
the Vancouver Island Re¬ 
gional Correctional Centre 
for an October, 1975, 
break and entry. 

Caldwell said Hyggen is 
a paychoimth and “psy¬ 
chopaths cannot be treat¬ 
ed. they must treat them¬ 
selves.” 

“I have nev'dr agonized 
over a decision that I 


have been required to 
make as I have over this 
one,’’ he said. I find it 
distasteful to incarcerate 
a 16-year-old boy . . par¬ 

ticularly when Pm re¬ 
quired to inoarcerate him 
for a lengthy period of 
time.” 

Cburt was told Hyggen 
has cost the taxpayers 
5500,000 since he was 
taken from his parents 
when he was 23 months 
old.

Doctor: 


Swine flu ' 
no worse 
than others 


KINGSTON, Ont. (CP) - 
Swine influenza is no more 
dangerous than any other 
strain of influenza. Dr. R, B. 
Stewart, head of the depart¬ 
ment of microbiology and im¬ 
munology at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity. said Friday. 

He said in an interview that 
in w ake of recent reports of a 
possible swine-flu outbreak 
this fall, people are forgetting 
there were no antibiotics dur¬ 
ing a 1918-19 swine-flu out¬ 
break which killed about 20 
million persons throughout 
the world. 

“It’s just like any other 
strain ol influenza. All influ¬ 
enzas have their major effects** 
on elderly people with car¬ 
diovascular problems and 
swipe w'on’t l>e any different.” 

He said the recent outbreak 
in Ontario of Victoria flu is as 
bad as "anything we’ve seen 
recently.” 

The government is taking a 
sensible approach by prepar¬ 
ing a vaccine tp protect indi¬ 
viduals from the swine flu. he

sury disclosed that Britain’s 
official currency reserves suf¬ 
fered a huge drain in vain ef¬ 
forts to halt the slide. 

After a day-long battering 
and a slight rally, the pound 
closed at $1.8752 (U.S.). down 
about three-quarters of one 
cent from Thursday, bringing 
the total drop to five cents for 
the week. 

In Canadian terms, the 
pound fell almost one cent 
Friday to $1.8421. 

Meanwhile, treasury figures 
showed the country's official 
reserves of gold and foreign 
currency plunged by a record 
$1,119 billion in March, with 
$5.9 billion remaining. * 

That virtually eliminated 
the benefit of the $1,174 billion 
Britain borrowed January 
from the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund’s oil facility. 

Iiv European centres the 
West German mark and the 
Swiss franc eased in late trad¬ 
ing, laking some pressure off 
the ixHind. But the Italian lira 
also had a bad day. amid 
mounting fears of financial 
and political crises in that 
country.

Think tank recommends it 

How does $13 fare 
for ferry hit you?

B.C. Ferries patrons can 
look forward to higher fares 
which would fluctuate by sea¬ 
sons and hours if Transport 
Minister Jack Davis adopts 
recommendations made in a 
B.C. Institute for Economic 
Policy Analysis report. 

The institute, located at the 
University at Victoria and la¬ 
belled a “think tank,” was 
brought into being in May, 
1973, by the former NDP gov¬ 
ernment and is slated for 
phasing out this fall by the 
Social Credit regime. 

Research associate Leonard 
Roueche’s final report on the 
pricing policy of B.C. Ferries 
was given to Davis earlier 
this week and contained the 
following recommendations: 

• Automobile fares he 
raised from the current $5 to 
SO in the winter months (No¬ 
vember to March). $10 for 
spring (April to June) and fall 
(September to October) 
months and $13 for the sum¬ 
mer (July and August) 
period. 

• Experimentation be un¬ 
dertaken to even out daily 
loads by charging different 
rates for autos. Roueche’s ex¬ 
ample: $13 between 6 a.m. 
and 6 p.m., $12 at 7 p.m., $11

operations. A standard, four- 
passenger car would be 
charged between $9 and $13 
during the summer by B.C. 
Ferries. The same vehicle 
would be charged $18 by Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific, $18.80 by 
Washington state, $18.50 by 
Black Ball, $50 by B.C. 
Steamships and $107 by Sea- 
link, which operates on the 
English Channel. 

14-mati crew 

Roueche cited the Black 
Ball’s Coho, which operates 
between Victoria and Port An¬ 
geles. in studying B.C. Fer¬ 
ries’ higher operational costs. 
The Cbho is almost identical to 
B.C- Ferries’ Queen of Sidney 
and Queen of Twawwassen 
with capacities of 100-140 cars 
and 1,000 passengers. Howev¬ 
er, because of different safety 
regulations, the Coho has a 
14-member crew while the Ca¬ 
nadian ships require 30 crew 
members. 

■The report took into account 
that tourism is an important 
industry to Vancouver Island 
but said there was pp evi¬ 
dence higher ferry rates 
would substantially reduce 
tourist traffic.

The suggested 
fares are only estimates for 
the period 1976-77. 

“At the very least the pric-

year in response to changing 
demand and cost conditions. 
Such a pricing policy will not 
only improve the operating ef¬ 
ficiency of B.C. Ferries, it 
will also provide a unique lab¬ 
oratory for the study of trans¬ 
portation pricing.”

Something that started as a 
dream with the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees’ Union five 
years ago is on the verge of 
becoming a reality in the 
form of an umbrella union for 
provincial employees across 
Canada, 

Even though their union ini¬ 
tiated the idea, the 35.000 
BOGEIJ members will have to 
vote this month cm whether 
they want to affiliate with the 
new body — the National 
Union of Provincial Govern¬ 
ment Empoyees. There is- 
some objection, but rejection 
of the move is seen as highy 
unlikely. 

The ultimate goal is one 
large union covering 500,000 
employees. T$ie idea is to es¬ 
tablish a solid lobby in Otta¬ 
wa, particularly now that 
wage and price controls have 
become a major issue across 
the country. 

Some 260 BCGEU delegatee 
will debate the proposed affi¬ 
liation during a special one- 


day convention in Richmond 
Sunday. Once they have ac¬ 
cepted it — which is amo6t a 
certainty ballots will go out 
to the membership. 

During a 1971 BCGEU con¬ 
vention in Victoria, delegates 
passed a resolution giving 
their officers the authority to 
push for formation of just 
such a national union. 

The issue touched off a crit¬ 
ical battle between the Cana¬ 
dian Labor Congress and one 
of its biggest unions - the Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Elm- 
ploy ees — which claimed it 
was the proper union to repre¬ 
sent the people involved. 

At one point CUPE withheld 
its dues payments to the CLC, 
something that could have 
forced its ejection from the 
congress. The idea of a new 
union for provincial em¬ 
ployees was finally accepted 
and a rhajor break was avert¬ 
ed. 

The founding convention for 
the new union — NUPGE — is 


set for May 14 and 15 at Que¬ 
bec City on the eve of the 
CLC convention. 

Whatever happens, the big 
union won't be quite as repre¬ 
sentative of provincial em¬ 
ployees throughout Canada as 
it had hoped to be, at least 
not in the beginning stages. 

The big Ontario provincial 
employees’ union and its 
Nova Scotia counterpart have 
refused to ;iffiliate and have 
been expelled from the CLC 
as a result. 

The provincial groups were 
allowed into the CLC on the 
understanding that they would 
affiliate with an umbrella 
union if and when one was 
formed. 

This does not apply to the 
BCGEU. which belonged to 
the CLC Jong before any such 
question arose. It was the 
union In the congress. 

Alberta. Manitoba, Prince 
Edward Island and Saskat¬ 
chewan unions have voted to 


affiliate with the NUPGE. A 
vote is still pending in New¬ 
foundland.

Sidney and North Saanich want a lecreation 
centre badly enough that they are prepared to build 
it without Centra] Saanich’s co-operation. 

The Great Tri-Municipal 
Peninsula Recreation Centre, 
billed as one of the most am¬ 
bitious civic projects in the 
area yet, will probably be¬ 
come a bi-municipal project. 

North Saanich Mayor Paul 
Grieve said this week he was 
“fed up” dealing with Central 
Saanich officials who, he said, 
had refused to co-operate 
since the start of centre plans 
more than a year ago. 

Officials in Sidney have 
stressed over the past few 
years that this may -be the 
peninsula’s last chance for a 
sport pi ex. Voters in Sidney 
turned down sports centre 
proposals in 1970, 1972 and 
1973. 

Sidney and North Saanich 
are ready and willing to build 
a complex on their own, al¬ 
though that would mean split¬ 
ting ice rink and swimming 
pool in separate locations, and 
paring trimmings drastically, 
according to Grieve. 

“Most people would feel 
more comfortable with a 
smaller centre, anyway,” he 
said. 

"We have experienced noth¬ 
ing but complete roadblocks 
from Central Saanich As 
often as not. their represent¬ 
atives (to the centre steering 
committee) don’t even show 
up. 

“Most of the time. Central 
Saanich doesn't even answer 
our correspondence to them.” 

Grieve said. 

The issue was just one of 
four pressing ones on the pen¬ 
insula that Central Saanich 
was not co-operating on, he 
said. 

He cited operation of the 
Peninsula Recreation Com¬ 
mission, discussion of water 
shortage problems, and con¬ 
struction of joint fire protec¬ 
tion facilities as the others. 

Central Saanich Aid. Frank 
Waring, head of parks and 
recreation, said he attended 
meetings he was assigned to, 
but said Aid. David Hill had 
missed some steering com¬ 
mittee meetings because they 
were set up withput consulta¬ 
tion with busy members. 

Waring added. “It’s a mat¬ 
ter of record” that municipal 
officials had answered, all 
North Saanich corre: 
spondence. 

Grieve was being “unrea¬ 
sonable,” he said. 4 * 

But he said Grieve was cor¬ 
rect in saying Central Saanich 
would not pay its projected 
share of the recreation com¬ 
mission budget for the coming 
year. 

Central Saanich had offered 
a flat three-quartqrs of a mill, 
just more- than $17,000, and 
drew the line there, he said. 

That’s about $6,000 short of 
what Sidney and North Saan¬ 
ich want the municipality to 
shoulder for the commission 
that co-ordinates all .peninsula 
recreation activities. 

Commission head North 
Saanich Aid. Eric Sherwood 
said Friday he was not on the 
centre steering committee, 
but wanted to work to keep 
the centre tri-municipal. 

“I hate this thing of bar¬ 
riers and calling each other 
names. I’m still going to pur¬ 
sue the idea of the three of us 
getting together,” Sherwood 
said. 

Construction of a complex 
by only North Saanich and 
Sidney was feasible, he said, 

“but we’d lose a lot — activi¬ 
ty rooms, tennis, squash ...” 

On the water problem ques¬ 
tion, Grieve said Central 
Saanich was stalling when 
both other municipalities 
wanted to set up a body 
among the “fragmented 
water systems” on the penin¬ 
sula. 

Central Saanich was also 
being un-co-operative with 
North Saanich, which wanted 
to share some fire protection 
responsibilities for money 
savings all round, Grieve 
said. 

Central Saanich says its ac¬ 
tions in limiting its contribu¬ 
tion to the recreation commis¬ 
sion and other projects show 
responsibility in Inflationary 
times. < 


All of Victoria’s sewage is 
back where it’s supposed to 
be spewing out of the Clover 
point outfall and not into the 
Inner Harbor. 

City works crews had an er¬ 
rant flow back on the right 
route Friday afternoon after a 
damaged pipe had diverted 
about 20 per cent of the sew¬ 
age destined for Clover Point 
into the Inner Harbor. 

Charles Goldie of the city’s 
engineering department es¬ 
timated that about 500.000 gal- 
dons of raw r sewage a day had 
ended up in the harbor after a 
blasting accident Tuesday in 
the construction of Wharf 
Street services. 

Goldie called the dumping 
of sewage into the harbor 
town the Johnson Street 
overflow “the lesser of two 
evils.” 

“If there was no such thing 
(overflows) it would be in 
people’s basements,”- Goldie 
said.

A determined Alex Mac¬ 
donald (NDP — Vancouver 
East) served notice Friday 
that he intends to push once 
more for an inquiry into al¬ 
leged budget leaks. 

Shortly before 1 p;m. Fri¬ 
day McDonald filed formal 
notice with the Legislature 
that on Tuesday he would 
again introduce a motion call¬ 
ing for the establishment of a 
special committee to inves¬ 
tigate budget leak rumors. 

Macdonald has already 
been overruled twice by 
Speaker. Ed Smith, once on 
grounds that a petition was 
technically defective and the 
second time on grounds that a 
budget leak did not constitute 
a breach of privilege.

Charles Aznavour 


Warm, romantic, heart* 
breakingly honest — French 
singer, actor, songwriter 
Charles Aznavour works his 
way into your heart and emo¬ 
tions with his songs about life 
and love on Saturday, April 3 at 
7 p.m. The CTV Television 
Network presents a 60-minute 
special with Aznavour in con¬ 
cert called A Tapestry Of 
Dreams from his album of the 
same name. 

Born in Paris of Armenian 
parents, his father a singer and 
mother an actress, Aznavour 
was raised in poverty, mixed 
with plenty of music and love. 
He made his acting debut at 


age nine and began writing 
songs during the Second World 
War. For eight years he and his 
friend, Pierre Roche, were a 
singing and songwriting team 
who wrote for artists duch as 
Maurice Chevalier and Edith 
Piaf. Aznavour struck out on 
his own in 1950, but it took ten 
years before France 
recognized him as a star. 

His first appearance in the 
U.S., in 1903, made show 
business history 4- a sellout at 
Carnegie Hall, before the con¬ 
cert date, despite a New York 
newspaper strike which cancel¬ 
led most advertising pos¬ 
sibilities. 


Reflecting on his songs, Az¬ 
navour toys “I reach for 
human souls and portray them. 
I don't create people or 
problems. I work like a 
photographer: when I see an 
interesting person or problem, 
I put it Into words and frame it 
with music. This way/1 write 
for people, about people, and 
about human problems. The 
first one is love — but I don’t 
always make it sweet. I leave 
it just as It is, with all the good 
and bad parts. I write about 
things that people gladly do, 
but dare not talk about.” 

As Aznavour tells his stories 
in song, his expressive hands 
are never silent.

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Proposed New Series Will 
Carry Star's Real Name

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Mike Connors returns to televi¬ 
sion this Sunday night after a 
year's’search for a leading 
character who isn’t a cop, doc¬ 
tor, lawyer or private eye. the 
staple heroes of the tube. 

It wasn’t easy. 

Newspapermen, sports stars, 
captains of industry, inter¬ 
national spies and soldiers of 
fortune were discarded. Such 
mundane pursuits as dentistry, 
manual labor and 
housepainting were too out¬ 
rageous to pursue. 

So Connors, who flew high 
for eight years as Mannix, 
decided to play every man’s 
fantasy, a charter boat skipper 
who calls his own shots. 

He added another personal 
fillip. The character will be 
ethnic. 

Mike plays Kirk Ohanian, 
Armenian. Mike’s real name is 
Krakor Ohanian and he is a 
Fresno, Calif., Armenian born 
and bred. 

He will speak some Arme¬ 
nian on the show, especially in 
scenes with a favorite uncle. 
From time to time there will 
be Armenian dishes served 
aboard his boat and Armenian 
music played. 

“What can you do that's new 
In a weekly dramatic television 
show?” Connors asked, not ex¬ 
pecting an answer. 

“There’s room only for blue 
sky adventure. Most men 
dream of not having a boss, 
punching a clock or reporting 
to an office. 

“This guy tries to make a liv¬ 
ing from what he likes best — 
boats and water. He leads ths 
sort of life that appeals to me 
and the men I know 

“If I had my way, I’d live six 
months a year barefort in 
Hawaii and never bear an 
alarm clock.” ✓ 


Connors, like most actors, 
however, will awaken to the 
jangle of the predawn alarm 
five days a week when Ohanian 
becomes a series. 

Viewers get a preview of the 
show April 4 when The Killer 
Who Wouldn’t Die is beamed 
as a two hour entry on the ABC 
Sunday Night Movie. 

“This pilot show almost has 
the feeling I want,” he said. 
“But I'd like to make it a bit 
more ethnic, especially the 
background music. 

“Ohanian is a retired cop 
who owns his own boat along 
with a marine supply shop 
which he calls Ohanian’t 
Locker. He’s get plenty of ac¬ 
tivity on shore as well as at 
sea. 

“I’m really intent on getting 
away from identifying ‘Oha¬ 
nian* with 'Mannix.’ “The 
producers insisted that we 
emphasize the action format 
because I’m associated with 
physical activity. It’s a proven 
commodity. I told them I can 
only fight and run so long 
before I wear out. 

“I’ve tried to giva the 
character different traits from 
Joe Mannix. He isn’t as stres¬ 
sful financially. And he doesn't 
have the fancy Mannix 
wardrobe." 

It’s been precisely a year 
since first run Mannix 
episodes left the air But the 
series is beamed Thursday 
nights at 11.36 by ABC and 
drawing good ratings So the 
old character remains fresh in 
many viewers' minds. 

During his year sahatical 
Connors eschewed television 
movies, limiting himself to a 
couple of Bob Hope specials 
and talks shows. 

“I took advantage of 12 
months of professional inac¬ 
tivity to do some of the things I 
enjoy,” he said. “But I learned

I couldn’t retire. I became 
restless as hell. It’s better to be 
too busy than not busy 
enough. 

“I’m tied down by contract 
to Paramount Television. Dur¬ 
ing the year Itold the studio I’d 
like to play a priest in a boys 
town-type show workh^ with 
delinquents kids, following 
their lives as they grow up. 

“But there is no interest hi 
men of the cloth right now. 
They figure if George Kennedy 
couldn’t make a priest 
character work hi his Sarge 
series, ft wasn’t worth tackling 
again." 

Connors ts a bright, Indepen¬ 
dent man who has Invested 


wisely In real estate and other 
ventures. He would be finan¬ 
cially secure if he never acted 

again. 

“I enjoy the creative aspect 
of performing." be said. “I’d 
like to have more control of the 
stories and characterization 
But what actor wouldn’t? 
That’s why so many of us turn 
to directing. 

“In all honesty. ! must say t 
was looking forward to this 
aeries until we did, the pilot I 
worked from 7 in the morning 
until as late as 2 a m. A man 
would be crazy to put in those 
hours If he didn’t enjoy what 
he’s doing.”

Beverley Simons’ highly 
praised (and damned) play. 
Crabdance on April 6 at 8:63 
p.m ' 

Crabdance. which takes its 
name from the violent matin g 
ritual of the giant Alaska crab, 
is full of strong sexual sym¬ 
bolism. Basically, It is the 
story of Sadie Golden, a 
middle-aged widow with two 
grown-up children, who 
engages in a kind of power 
struggle with three visiting 
salesmen, Mowcbuk. Dickens 
and Highrise who takes on the 
roles of son, husband and lover. 
Their various needs and 
desires surface during the bat¬ 
tle in which they eventually 
overwhelm her. 

After Beverley Simons, a 
Vancouver writer, won a 
Canada Council grant to com¬ 
plete the play (between 1964- 
Mi, Crabdance received its 
premiere outside Canada in 
1966 in Seattle, directed bv 


Malcolm Black (now chairman 
of York University’s theatre 
department). 

Reviewing that production, 
Dr. Bertram Joseph of the 
University of Washington said: 
“Crabdance if great in its vi¬ 
sion of life. That vision is com¬ 
municated in never less than 
competent and often very bril¬ 
liant dialogue, character im¬ 
agining. structure, symbol." 

In 1972 Frances Hyland 
directed it for the Vancouver 
Playhouse. It has since been 
staged by the Neptune Theatre, 
the Manitoba Theatre Centre, 
and by the University Alumnae 
Dramatic Club at their 
Fireball Theatre in ToroiJTo*' 
last November. 

Mrs. Simons’ other works in¬ 
clude The Elephant and the 
Jewish Question, The Green 
Laura Rest Home, Preparing, 
and Leela Means to Play, the 
latter published in the winter 
issue of Canadian Theatre 
Review. She has completed 
several film scripts for CBC- 
TV and the NFB. Works in 
progress include another three- 
act piay, Judith, a collection of

Captioned TV News Now Available 


Tht Captioned ABC Evening 
New* with Harry Reasoner is 
now telecast by Public TV 9 
weeknighu at 11:00 p m. This 
news is an unedited version of 
the regular ABC NEWS with 
captions — or subtitles — ad¬ 
ded. so that the hearing im¬ 
paired can appreciate the 
coverage. Although captions 


are not a word-for-word 
transcription of the audio por¬ 
tion of the program — since ad¬ 
justment must be mad* for 
reading time and word com¬ 
prehension — care is taken to 
insure that stories never lose 
their original meaning or 
thrust. 

Approximately 7 per cent of

the people in the United States 
are deaf or hearing impaired; 
in Washington State alone, 
almost 300,000 people suffer 
from hearing problems. The 
Captioned ABC Evening News 
is designed for those who find it 
difficult and frustrating to 
watch newscasts without being 
able to understand a word said. 
As Kathern Carlstrom, Co¬ 
ordinator of Counseling Ser¬ 
vices in the Program for the 
Deaf at Seattle Central Com¬ 
munity College explains : "This 
captioned newscast is 
something the deaf community 
has requested for years. We 
are thrilled that Channel 9 now 
is able to provide this service.’' 


Since only 25 per cent of the 
hearing impaired can sign, 
captions were considered a 
more ‘‘universal’’ language. 
Captions can serve a wide 
range of deaf and hearing im¬ 
paired people — including 
those who lost their hearing 
late enough in life that they 
never learned to sign; those 
who have enough hearing to use 
hearing aids and lip reading; 
those whose training was 
orallst; and those who can 
sign. Since signs have regional 
distinctions — similar to 
English dialects — they were 
considered less useful on 
national broadcasts, 
the captions are created by a 


staff of five people working 
nightly at the Caption Centre at 
WGBH/Boston. After receiv¬ 
ing the ABC Evening News at 
6.00 p.m., they make audio and 
video scripts of the program. 
Next, a typed script is 
prepared, and edited into cap¬ 
tions. Then the ‘‘translators’’ 
type the captions into a 
character generating com¬ 
puter, which can display the 
captions on the television 
screen. The changes from one 
caption to the next also must be 
rehearsed. This whole process, 
developed by WGBH under a 
grant from the United States 
Office of Education, takes ap¬ 
proximately five hours a night. 


The Caption Centre has also 
been responsible for other cap¬ 
tioned series carried by Fhiblic 
TV 9 — including captioned 
versions of Nova, Masterpiece 
Theatre, and The Adams 
Chronicles. The captioned ver¬ 
sion of The Adams Chronicles 
currently is being broadcast on 
KCTS'9 Sundays at 7:00 p.m. 

Whenever the 11:00 p.m. 
time slot is not available for 
broadcast of The Captioned 
ABC Evening News, the 
KCTS/9 audience will be in¬ 
formed at 10:00 p.m. of the 
schedule change.

Children's TV Cartoons TWO HATS 


Criticized for Quality 


By LEE MARGULIES 

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Television cartoons are giving 
animation a bad name. 

So say, many viewers whc 
yearn for modem television 
equivalents of Fantasia, Pinoc- 
chlo, Bugs Bunny, Woody 
Woodpecker and Donald Duck. 

Some of the animators who 
created those classics are 
equally disdainful of the car¬ 
toon series made for Saturday- 
morning television. They are 
but distant relatives of the fan¬ 
ciful, fluid, wackily inspired 
cartoons of old. these critics 
say, and devoid of artistic 
merit. 

“I call It illustrated radio,” 
says veteran animator Chuck 
Jones of the current Saturday- 
morning style. “You build a 
sound track which will carry 
the story If the pictures don’t 
work. ” 

Jones used to be part of the 
great Warner Brothers stable 
that produced Bugs Bunny, 
Daffy Duck, Elmer Fudd, 
Porky Pig and other un- 
forgetable characters. 

“Try it sometime,” he says. 
“Turn the sound off and you 
can’t possibly understand 
that's going on, but leave the 
sound on without the pictures 
and there’s no probtem. With 
the stuff we did, you can turn 
the sound off and still tell 
what’s happening, because the 
characters are acting.” 

The people who make TV 
cartoons argue that critics un¬ 
fairly judge them by the stan¬ 
dards they apply to ahimated 
works created under vastly dif- 
ferent circumstances — 
especially financial. 

“It’s just a different art 
form,’’ offers William Hanna, 
co-founder of Hanna-Barbara 
Productions, best known of the 
TV animation factories. “It’s a 
different technique.” 

The TV form, called “limited 
animation,” was honed to its 
present mass-production 
capabilities by Hanna and his 
partner, Joseph Barbera, after 
they left MGM where they had 
created Tom and Jerry In 1940 
and formed their own studio in 
1957. 

Since then they have 
produced more than 100 
animated series for television, 
including The Flintstones, Yogi 
Bear, Scooby Doo and Wait Till 
Your Father Gets Home — plus 
TV specials and feature-length

cartoons such as Charlotte’s 
Web. 

Limited animation means 
that dialogue rather than ac¬ 
tion is used to tell the story and 
there is far less movement in 
each scene than in the short 
cartoons made by the movie 
studios in the ’30s and ’40s. 

The old six-minute cartoons 
used two to three times as 
many drawings per minute as 
do the current 30-minute 
Saturday-morning television 
variety. 

The result: Characters often 
don’t move while talking and 
when they do move, the action 
is repetitive and usually iden- 
tloal to the way other 
characters move. When Fred 
Flintstone runs, his legs and 
arms go back and forth but the 
rest of his body is rigid and he 
runs past the same background 
objects over and over again. 

Complains Peggy Charren, 
head of a parents' group called 
Action for Children’s 
Television: “For many 
children, their first art is the 
animated Saturday-morning 
schedule and what they see 
from 3 to 6 In the afternoon on 
Independent and UHF stations. 
And it’s almost never exciting 
or delightful animation.” 


Hanna says there is nothing 
inherently wrong with limited 
animation but concedes: 
“There are certain studios that 
do not spend the time or money 
to do limited animation as it 
should be done.” 

Part of the problem, he says, 
is that there aren’t first-rate 
animators. More than that, 
there’s a problem of money. 
And time is a factor, too. 

ABC, CBS and NBC pay In. 
the neighborhood of $70,000 for 
a Saturday-morning cartoon. 
That’ 8 not much more than 
what Hanna and Barbera were 
spending for each six-minute 
Tom and Jerry episode 20 
years ago. 

By contrast, Jones says he 
gets between $250,000 and 
$325,000 from the networks to 
produce half-hour animated 
prime-time specials such as 
Mowgli’s Brother or The White 
Seal because more people 
watch television at night and 
the networks can recoup the 
additional outlay through 
higher advertising rates. 

The prime-time specials fall 
short of full animation, but the 
quality is high enough to ex¬ 
empt them from the criticism 
aimed at the Saturday-morning 
lineup. 


The animated weekly series 
are turned out under tremen¬ 
dous time pressure. Where 
Jones spends one year produc¬ 
ing two half-hour specials and 
used to do 10 six-minute car¬ 
toons in the same period for 
Warner Brothers, producers 
today have have to come up 
with 16 or 17 half-hour episodes 
in about eight months. 

Hanna says an animator who 
had to draw maybe 10 to 20 feet 
of film a week in the old days 
now has to create 60 to 80 feet, 
using about the same number 
of drawings. 

What is the cost of full 
animation nowadays? Hanna- 
Barbera spent $1.8 million to 
make Charlotte’s Web, which 
ran 90 minutes. Walt Disney 
Studios will have Invested 
more than four years and an es¬ 
timated $4 million by the time 
their feature-length The 
Rescuers is released late, next 
year. 

Dedication to the art of 
animation is why the Disney 
people never have entered the 
television field. 

“We can’t do our stuff In that 
medium,’*' explains Don 
Duckwell, head of animation at 
Disney. “Economics prevents 
it. Walt decided many years 
ago that we would not take 
shortcuts in our animation, and 
we feel that’s still the best way 
to operate.” 

Many television people con¬ 
tend the visual aspects are not 
as Important as the content of 
their cartoons. 

“My belief is that the con¬ 
cept overrides the technique 
when it comes to Saturday- 
morning programming," says 
Faith Frenz Heckman, direc¬ 
tor of children’s programs on 
CBS-TV. “I think the idea that 
the style of animation should 
be criticized because it is 
limited is a limited point of 
view.” 

Counters Mrs. Charren of the 
parents’ group. “Everything 
matters when it comes to an 
experience on television. You 
ask an advertiser how much 
the visual counts and you’ll find 
out the truth about how impor¬ 
tant it is. 

“If they can’t produce more 
quality programming at a 
reasonable price, they should 
just put on less. No one says 
there has to be children’s 
programs from 7 a m. to 2 p.m. 
on Saturday. 


ANIMATED NUTRITIONAL AIDS 


A series ef animated public 
service messages designed to 
acquaint children with good 
nutrition and proper eating 
habits are being offered by the 
ABC Television Network to Its 
affiliates for airing during 
their regularly scheduled 
children’s programming, It 
was announced by Squiro D. 
Rushnell, Vice President, 
Children’s Programs, ABC 
Entertainment. 

“In essence, these public ser¬ 
vice messages are nutritional 
commercials’ which began 
airing on the network during 
the weekend children's 
schedule last spring,” said Mr. 
Rushnell. “ABC is now making 


them available to its affiliates 
for broadcast during their 
locally produced and syn¬ 
dicated children’s programs to 
give broader exposure to the 
valuable, nutritional informa¬ 
tion they provide youngsters by 
teaching them the importance 
of eating basic, well-planned 
meals.” 

The series of animated nutri¬ 
tion “commercials” features 
the character, Timer, who 
twice previously has served as 
host on the ABC Afterschool 
Specials—The Incredible, 
Indelible, Magical, Physical 
Mystery Trip and The Magical 
Mystery Trip Through Little 
Red’s Head—which concerned 


health lnforpriation and the 
human body. The spots, which 
are available in 30- and 60- se¬ 
cond segments, are both enter¬ 
taining and informational. 

For example, one of the an¬ 
nouncements through anima¬ 
tion and song, urges youngsters 
not to rush off to school on an 
empty stomach, but to “Eat 
Some Kind of Breakfast,” then 
suggests that “a hard boiled 
egg or chicken leg, or cheese or 
luncheon meat or peanut butter 
sandwich, anytime of day’s a 
treat. .Timer notes these 
foods can be part of a 
nutritious breakfast a child can 
make for himself If his mother 
is not available to prepare it. 


FIT WELL

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Lee 
Majors may be the Six Million 
Dollar Man but his co-star, 
Richard Anderson, tops him 
and all other actors with an es¬ 
timated 100 million viewers 
every week. 

There’s a catch, of course. 
Anderson, who plays the secret 
operative on the series, enacts 
the same role in Bionic 
Woman. 

The combined ratings of the 
adventure shows surpass 
anything else In the Nielsens, 
making Anderson the most 
viewed actor on the tube. 

Only one other performer, 
tiny Nancy Walker of the Mc¬ 
Millan and Wife and Rhoda 
series, doubles in two series. 

Anderson has never attained 
stardom. Usually he plays the 
unsympathetic guy In movies 
and television shows who 
doesn’t get the girl. But after 
25 years in the business he still 
is in demand, long after many 
guys who did get the girl have 
dropped out of sight. 

Anderson doesn’t win any 
girls in either series. But at 
this stage of his career he 
doesn't care. He’s too busy 
working. 

“Fortunately I have the 
same executive producer on 
both shows. The schedule is 
organized according to my 
availability. Some days I’ll 
work on Bionic Woman in the 
morning and on Six Million 
Dollar Man in the afternoon or 
vice versa. 

“But it Isn’t cut and dried. I 
may work on one show all day 
and then in the other the next. 
Once In a while I’ll work two 
days in a row on just one of the 
shows before being summoned 
to the other. It helps that both 
series are filmed at Universal 
Studios. 

“I have to work with two 
scripts In mind at all times. 
But the fact that I’m playing 
the same guy helps a lot. I 
don't know what I’d do if 1 were 
playing two separate 
characters.” 

Anderson portrays Oscar 
Goldman, a humorless cloak 
and dagger type in charge of 
military scientific investiga¬ 
tion. He wears drab suits and 
rarely displays a smile. 

“1 modeled Goldman after 
Chip’ Bohlen” (former U S. 
Ambassador to Moscow 
Charles Bohlen), he said. “He 
was a career diplomat who was 
the quintessence of a govern¬ 
ment servant. Bohlen had an 
air of authority about him that 
hits the right note with me.

“In Bionic Woman I’vt 
brought out another side of 
Goldman. His relationship, with 
the girl is altogether different. 
He has a little humor and even 
his wardrobe is slightly more 
casual. 

“Both shows are in the top 
10. And so far as I know there 
isn’t another actor who can say 
that. 

“They key to the acting 
game is to keep working. I’ve 
managed to stay regularly 
employed for 27 years. But I 
hadn't quite planned on work¬ 
ing this hard. 

“I’ll be doing 44 episode* 
between the two shows next 
season. At this moment Six 
Million Dollar Man is on 
hiatus, which gives me a little 
breather. Bionic Woman wraps 
up in April for this season. 

“That gives me about six 
weeks off before both shows 
start shooting again in June for 
a full six months. All I have to 
worry about is staying healthy. 

“There have been some of¬ 
fers for movies, probably 
because of the success of the 
two television shows. But It 
would be pointless to try to 
squeeze in a picture in six 
weeks. ” 

Anderson is delighted with 
his new found popularity, not to 
mention the considerable 
salary he earns. 

“I feel as if I’m just starting 
out in this business,” he said. 
“The experience is extraor¬ 
dinary by any standard. And 
who knows what’s next. 

“I never got any part I really 
wanted, but I’ve bumped into a 
lot of good things along the 
way. The super roles have 
always gone to someone else. 
But maybe I’m a lot better off 
for taking the alternative 
route.’’

It may very well be ture that Inside each of us there’s a^roost powerful Intellectual 


■ovei or an autobiography waiting to be let out. Even the 
most uneventful life is interesting to the person who lives it, 
and the urge to communicate (as anyone who has ever 
sfcared a party-line will tell you) is very strong. 

But few of us ever do anything about our common urge to 
write. So many authors have compared the inescapable 
agony of writing to the pain of labor and giving birth that 
there’s surely something to it; how many mothers-to-be, do 
you suppose, given the choice of enduring their first labor or 
postponing the ordeal indefinietly, would opt for a state of 
cheerful expectancy? 


According to John Braine, who wrote Room at the Top as 
well as a lively and opinionated authors’ manual titled 
Writing a Novel (Methuen, $4.95), “There isn’t unfortunate 
ty, any way of discovering whether you can write a 
publishable novel except by writing it.” But he adds hastily, 
“if you have the necessary ability," all you need in addition 
Is “to observe my (writing) rules.” These Include preparing 
a synopsis before you begin; getting it all down on paper in 
one massive, unrevised and speedy flow of 60,000 words; 
then condensing it all again, into a summary of around 2,000 
words; then — well, at this point 1 went.all glassy-eyed and 
depressive and skipped the rest of his instructions. 

I’d been writing a novel at the time myself, you see, and 
only picked up Braine’s book for a change of pace. When I 
discovered I’d been doing absolutely everything wrong from 
atari to finish (I can’t leave a sentence until it’s as good as I 
can make it, for instance, and I write in longhand with a pen¬ 
cil and an eraser, especially the eraser), I nearly pitched the 
whole mess out and took up needlepoint or market gardening 
Instead. 

★ ★ ★ 

After a cup of coffee, however, sanity returned. Women 
who write at home in their spare time in between family 
lunch breaks and cats who ask to be let out only for the 
pleasure of pestering to be let in, simply cannot “get it all 
down’’ in one “speedy flow.” 

Normally (which is hardly ever), I write four or five 
hundred words at a session and type them up, with revisions, 
at the next, before beginning again. This way a flicker of the 
story remains alive and well in a comer of a brain that’s too 
crowded with the details of dally living to allow it more 
q>ace 

This is no way, of course, to attempt to write a serious 
aovel. If you want to know how to go about that, you can do 
no better than to look for Colin Wilson’s latest book, The 
Craft of the Novel (so far published only in Britain, by Victor 
Gollancz at $10), which he calls “an examination of novels 
and novelists from the viewpoint of teaching Creative 
Writing.” Wilson, who exploded onto the literary scene at 25 
with The Outsider (which he wrote in the British Museum 
while sleeping on Hampstead Heath to save money), has 
never been better than in this latest book. Here’s a sample 
quotation: “We say that Darwin and Marx and Freud have 
changed the face of western culture. But the influence of the 
novel has been greater than all three put together.” (After 
this audacious remark, he promptly sets out to prove it.) 
if it if 

My own first novel, which has made its appearance in 
paperback this month, is not worth Colin Wilson’s time. I 
should, perhaps, have prefaced it with the following explana¬ 
tion: “The.novel which you hold in your hands is unusual 
among Canadian writings of our time, for It does not pre¬ 
tend, and never was intended to be, The Great Canadian 
Novel. I wrote it for pleasure, both yours and mine. I hope 
you will enjoy it.” 

It was not. I might add, an easy task to convince a 
publisher that Canadians are ready for a novel whose prin¬ 
cipal object is to entertain them. But we subversives are not 
easily put off. (Besides, I once heard Jack McClelland say 
that.no. writer should throw in the towel before he has sent 
his manuscript to at least 20 publishers, for “a book can be 
rejected for no better reason than a hangover.”) 

My book found a home on its seventh try, with a British- 
born editor at an American-based firm, which has issued it 
under the title Buy Canadian. How’s that for a typical slice 
of Canadian life?

His masterly speeches 
caught the attention of the na¬ 
tion. He had a clear vision of 
the country’s needs and his 
ability in denouncing Sir John 
A. Macdonald’s Conservatives 
was unsurpassed. He was 
premier of Ontario as a young 
man but thereafter he seemed 
evasive when offered high 
public office. 

He was a disaster as party 
leader. His declarations of 
policy were magnificent but he 
was bored with the tasks of 
party management. Instead of 
making fighting speeches to in¬ 
spire supporters he wrote 
moaning letters. He reiterated 
that his service to party cost 
him money in business lost to 
his Toronto law office. He 
pleaded ill health and his need 
of rest. 

“Instead of wishing it I fear 
success,” he wrote. 

That’s not the sort of 
language political leaders 
should use. 

As the troubled years rolled 
on, Liberals began to consider 
Blake a handicap. He chose to 
criticize the Orange Order, 
which controlled about 20 per 
cent of the Ontario vote and 
had many Liberal members. 
He struck out at trade and 
tariff policies other Liberal 
stalwarts favored. His position 
on the execution of Riel 
pleased neither Ontario nor 
Quebec, which were at odds on 
this issue. He hammered the 
railway policies of Macdonald 
and in denouncing high 
spending contrived to offend

the West, including British 
Columbia, eager for rail links 
to be completed. 

In the midst of the tumult 
over Riel he went off to 
London. He appeared as 
counsel before the judicial 
committee of the Privy Coun¬ 
cil, where his ability was ad¬ 
mired. 

When the Conservatives won 
the election of 1887, after Blake 
had led a good fight in which he 
did not spare himself, the 


Liberals soon were reminded 
that their leader wax deter¬ 
mined to go. Laurler took com¬ 
mand of a confused party while 
Blake, saying his health 
demanded rest. Inspected 
ruins, and a macaroni factory, 
in Europe. 

He was weary of political 
burdens in Canada but he was 
pleased with the thanks Irish 
nationalists gave him for his 
praise of home rule policies 
they favored. In the Canadian

In 1896 the Liberals were 
back in power in Ottawa and 
Blake was not forgotten. He 
could have a Supreme Court 
Judgeship; or would he prefer 
some other appointment? Once 
again Blake backed away but 
he accepted a $30,000 fee in 1903 
to prepare and present the 
Canadian brief to the Alaska 
Boundary Commission. His 
health failed before he could 
present his case. It is only a 
passing thought that he might 
have persuaded the British 
commissioner, who voted with 
the three Americans against 
two Canadians, that this 
country should have had the 
strip of coast that gave sea ac¬ 
cess to the Yukon. 

He was a great advocate if 
not a great politician and his 
wise speeches are honored. 

Joseph Schull wrote a 
notable biography of Laurler 
and brought to modem readers 
an understariding of the charm 
and buoyancy of the French- 
Canadian prime minister. His 
two-volume work on Blake is 
meticulous in research and 
reads well but lacks the 
warmth of his Laurler work. 
That mav well be the fault of 
the subject and not the author. 


Floating worlds of distortion 


Science-fiction is first cousin 
to historical fiction. In both, 
the author must transport his 
reader into an alien era, whose 
inhabitants’ motivations and 
mores are subtly different 
from his own. Each delineates 
a world foreign to ours, its af¬ 
fairs governed by alien rules of 
conduct. The essential dif¬ 
ference is that the world of 
historical fiction is a recrea¬ 
tion, its essential nature not 
subject to the author’s control, 
whereas the worlds of science- 
fiction are new inventions, 
tailor-made to fit their maker’s 
current preoccupations. 

Perhaps this is why Cecelia 
Holland, author of such succes¬ 
sful historical novels as The 
Firedrake and Great Maria, 
has set her new book almost 
4.000 years in the future. 
Floating Worlds deals with the 
three-cornered power-struggle 
between the anarchist inhabi-

tants of Earth, the fascists of 
Mars, and the mutant Styths — 
technologically sophisticated 
barbarians from the man-made 
sky-cities of Saturn and 
Uranus. 

Paula Mendoza, an Earth- 
born anarchist, is the novel’s 
vaguely unsympathetic 
heroine. A solitary arch¬ 
schemer, resourceful but obli¬ 
quely dissociated from 
everything she is and does, she 
is above all determined to shift 
for herself amid a welter of 
shifting circumstances. A sur¬ 
vivor above all else, she 
seldom indulges in introspec¬ 
tion. In one rare moment, late 
in the story, she confronts her 
relationship to a temporary 
companion and to her world . 


“There was no bond, only the 
longing for one, for some con¬ 
nection, some common under¬ 
standing. It was all a lie, like 
hope and faith and love.” 

And this, perhaps, is the key 
to the milieu Cecelia Holland 
has created for us: A space- 
time where power counts for 
all, humanity for little or 
nothing. Paula’s chief an¬ 
tagonists are Saba, a Styth 
warlord, and his compatriot 
Tanuojin, an ambiguous being 
gifted with superhuman 
powers. For all their callous 
barbarian vigor, they too are 
schemers — as are all the 
book's main characters. Styles 
vary: Martians are self- 
righteously moralistic, Earth¬ 
lings subtle. But they are all of

a piece, ruled by the same 
compulsion, and incapable of 
desisting even in the face of 
disaster. 

Floating Worlds expresses 
an intensely personal vision of 
history — an unremittingly 
bleak one, as if Ms. Holland 
is hypnotically drawn to that 
glassy no-man’s-land where ex¬ 
istence shades imperceptibly 
into nightmare. It is an am¬ 
bitious book, long and absorb¬ 
ing, though ultimately un¬ 
satisfying. 

Perhaps Its most disturbing 
aspect is the many details 
which seem anachronistically 
^appropriate to their 
futuristic setting — deliberate¬ 
ly so it seems. In their flat 
familiarity, they remind us 
that Paula Mendoza’s floating 
worlds, like all science- 
fictional creations, are merely 
distorted reflection of our 


owh. 
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Twice a year, in spring and fall, the even 
flow of new books becomes a flood but for a 
few weeks preceding these seasonal torrents 
there are lulls when no'new books, that is to 
say no new books of note, appear and it Is 
then that professional reviewers, accustomed 
to reading an average of six new books a 
week, seek elsewhere for reading matter to 
satisfy their compulsion.

We are in one such period now and. as 
usual, it is both welcome and disconcerting 
Welcome because responsible reviewing is a 
strain and one is temporarily relieved of 
that; disconcerting because it is hard to sud> 
denly shelve one s critical faculties and 
realize that it is permitted to read strictly for 
pleasure. 

The most painless way to effect the 
switch, I find, is to refresh myself with the 
classics, works that are above criticism — 
Shakespeare of course, almost anything by 
Goethe, the great pre-revolution Russian 
.. noyelists, Jane Austen, the most perfect of all 
English novelists, perhaps some Plato, and 
certainly some Pascal. For light relief I turn 
to Lewis Carroll and to 1066 And All That, a 
book 1 gleefully read at least once a year. 

After a week or so of these or similar 
delights (the choice is infinite) I find I am 
able to read without the compulsion to mark 
passages, consult reference works, and make 
copious notes. The relief is unbelievably 
joyous, akin to that of a spirited dog when let 
off the leash. 

At this stage there remains one final hur¬ 
dle — the nagging thought that before follow¬ 
ing one s inclinations there are works that 
one ought to read. To be rid of this sense of 
guilt it’s comforting to recall the words of Sir 
J. C. Squire who consoled himself with this 
neat rationalization;

Freed to pick and choose at random, the 
first book I read was V. S. Pritchett’s bril¬ 
liant life-size portrait of Honors de Balzac, 
that most extravagant of all great novelists 
who in his person somehow combined the 
very worst features of a Cyrano de Bergerac 
and a Falstaff with unexcelled literary 
genius. 

Pritchett’s command of irony and comedy 
Is allowed full play in this most enjoyable 
biography of the exuberant, uncouth ex¬ 
hibitionist whose monument is the magnifi¬ 
cent Comedie Humaine. 

The next book I attempted was Joseph 
Heller’s new novel, Something Happened. I 


am inclined to agree with Eliot Fremont- 
Smith that this book is a major literary event, 
but I found it too over-powering to take In one 
gulp. I was so depressed after reading 339 
pages that I put the book aside, not knowing 
whether I would ever read the other half, 
despite a longing to know what happens to the 
chief characters. 

To escape from Heller’s sordid (and chil¬ 
lingly realistic) world I immediately read the 
reassuring final chapter of The Pleasure 
Bond, by Masters and Johnson. This fine 
chapter, titled Commitment, written by Wil¬ 
liam Masters, justifies retaining what is 
otherwise an insignificant book. 

Having always been interested in the art 
of translation, I spent an enjoyable day com¬ 
paring the new translation of Tolstoy’s 
monumental War and Peace by Ann Dun- 
nigan with that made by Constance Garnett 
in 1904. For my money, Constance Garnett 
wins hands down 

I have read several other books, including 


From the title story, a study of fear, to the 
final tale, Three Miles Up, a haunting essay 
in the macabre, Ms. Howard rivets one’s at¬ 
tention with her acute observation of the 
human condition and her ability not to waste 
a single word. 

By turns witty, sympathetic and forceful, 
this author manages to Inject many delights 
and some surprises into her tales without 
ever sacrificing style for effect, and without 
ever straining one’s credulity. Mr. Wrong is

Biographies of show people 
are virtually guaranteed a big 
readership. Most people have a 
roseate vision of life in the 
theatre and film studios. 

And while what they envision 
may be only a painting in stage 
light, or an illusion seen across 
the fence that divides the mun¬ 
dane from the exceptional, the 
fascination persists. 

A consistent bonus con¬ 
tributing to the best-selling at¬ 
tributes of show biographies is 
the candid camera-like view of 
famous contemporaries the 
authors provide. 

Such views, many of them 
lengthy and treated with con¬ 
siderable depth and discern¬ 
ment, fill the pages of inter¬ 
national stage and film star 
Lilli Palmer’s autobiography. 

Change Lobsters — and 
Dance is as intriguing from 
first page to last as its title, 
derived from Alice in 
Wonderland. 

Miss Palmer succeeds in that 
most difficult task — telling us 
all about herself without undue 
ego, mostly through her 
responses to other people and 
in her reactions to the difficult 
emotional problems life set for 
her. 

It evolves as the story of a 
woman of courage and spirit, 
personal integrity, humor, 
tolerance. 

Growing up in a close, warm 
Jewish family — her father

His critics (and Malraux 
has always had critics) have 
accused him of having had lit¬ 
tle esteem for ideas, of having 
written novels in praise of 
adventurers, of preferring ac¬ 
tion to analysis.

was chief of surgery in Berlin s 
biggest Jewish hospital — Lilli 
faced her first major problem 
in the early thirties. 

Suddenly, at the outset of 
achieving her childhood ambi¬ 
tion of becoming an actress, 
the 18-year-old found herself 
barred as a non-Aryan from 
any new roles at the Darmstadt 
theatre, where she was under 
contract. 

After that it was a long strug¬ 
gle for a very young un¬ 
sophisticated foreigner in 
Paris and London before doors 
began to open. 

The drawn-out trauma of her 
marriage to Rex Harrison she 
relates without vituperation or 
hysteria, but with 
characteristic calmness and 
perception. 

As an actress Miss Palmer is 
intensely self-analytical and 
critical. She appears to accept 


and relegate to the background 
the fact of her considerable 
talent, giving full credit to 
others — directors, fellow ac¬ 
tors and particularly a 
dramatic coach named Elsa 
Schreiber. 

Speaking of her reactions to 
criticism, Lilli says, "Perhaps 
my most valuable possession 
... is my willingness, after 
token resistehce, to surrender, 
submerge, learn — and 
emerge.”

Her incredible life with Rex 
Harrison, through the Hol¬ 
lywood years and the 
Broadway period, in Italy and 
London, runs through most of 
the book. 

But interwoven with it are in¬ 
triguing scenes from her stage 
and screen experience and 
many well filled out portraits 
of people she knew such as the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor, 
Noel Coward, assorted film 
personalities, and, in a single 
vivid chapter, George Bernard 
Shaw at 92. 


Jean Lacouture in his 
biography does not dispute this 
view, and indeed Malraux’s 
record speaks for itself. As a 
young man he espoused Marx¬ 
ism, opposed French colonial 
rule in Indo-China (where he 
was convicted of trying to 
smuggle Khmer antiques out of 
the country), made contact 
with Chinese revolutionary 
groups and wrote Man’s Fate, 
enlisted on the side of the 
Spanish Government against 
Franco in the Spanish Civil 
War and wrote Man’s Hope, 
remained loyal to Moscow 
throughout the $talin Purges, 
the Hitler-Stalin Pact of 1939, 
and up to the end of the Second 
World War. 

Here, surely was a man of 
action translating experience 
into literature. But what sort of 
literature? Victor Bromberg, 
in his study of Malraux 
published in 1961, correctly cal- 


but he himself is utterly lack¬ 
ing in this quality.” 

The one man to whom 
Malraux offered his un¬ 
qualified admiration was 
Charles de Gaulle, who ap¬ 
pointed him Minister of bifor- 
niation and later Minister of 
Culture. Lacouture’s summing 
up of Malraux’s performance 
in these posts is not impres¬ 
sive. Malraux ordered Paris’ 
historic buildings cleaned, 
compiled an inventory of 
national monuments and ar¬ 
tistic riches, and created 
"protected artistic areas. ” The 
blunt fact is that Malraux was 
no administrator. His books on 
art are infinitely more endur¬ 
ing than anything he ac¬ 
complished as Minister of 
Culture.

led It "the literature of the 
present,” which the passage of 
time often diminishes and ex¬ 
tinguishes. If Malraux is 
remembered it will not be for 
his insatiable search for action 
as the theme for fiction but 
rather for his studies of art, as 
in The Voices of Silence. 

If a man can be judged by 
those he esteems, Malraux was 
revealing in his open admira¬ 
tion for T. E. Lawrence, who 
fought against the Turks in the 
First World War and wrote The 
Seven Pillars of Wisdom about 
it,and for Leon Trotsky, co¬ 
founder of the Bolshevik state 
and later banished from it by 
Stalin. Trotsky, incidentally, 
did not return the compliment. 
Lacouture quotes him as say¬ 
ing of Malraux; "His novels 
are all drenched in heroism, 


On the whole Lacoorturfc 
thinks well of his man but he is 
no sycophant and expresses 
himself in categorical terms in 
Malraux’s intellectual mal¬ 
leability. This is a thorough, 
eloquent, often penetrating 
biography of an artist whose 
romanticism led him into 
dubious intellectual and 
ideological positions, who took 
the scholar out of the study in 
order to man the barricades.

Canada—A Critic's 


Personal Viewpoint 




Northrop Frye probes the 
Canadian psyche with wit and 
perception in a unique CBC 
television special in the Images 
of Canada series — the hour 
program, subtitled Journey 
Without Arrival, will be seen 
on the network Tuesday. April 
6. at 9 p m. a 

—• Northrop frye is a teacher 
(has lectured in English 
literature at Victoria College, 
University of Toronto, since 
1936), a world-renowned 
literary critic, an ordained 
minister in the United Church 
of Canada, and a member of 
the Canadian Radio and Televi¬ 
sion Commission. 

Journey Without Arrival is 
Frye's personal point of view 
of his * native land, and his 
terms of reference are 
historical, artistic and literary. 

Frye is the star of the show, 
appearing on camera in 
various locations (historical 
and contemporary), to muse 
out loud about Canada. Cana¬ 
dian attitudes — and what 
makes Canadians the way they 
arq. 

Journey Without Arrival is a 
film devised by Vincent Tovell, 
executive producer of the 
historically-oriented Images of 
Canada series. Nortlyop Frye, 
and Barbara Moon (who has 
written a number of the nine 
programs comprising the 
series so far) 

Louis Applebaum composed 
the musical score for orchestra 
and voices—a score that 
perfectly complements the 
visual fabric of the program, 
and the subject matter 

Gordon Pinsent does the 
bridging narration, in the 
process ending with a cross- 
Canada stream of place names 
that manages, in Pinsent's 
rendering, to approach the 
lyricism of poetry and the 
rhythms of music. The camera 
(in this sequence) takes the 
viewer on a whirlwind cross- 
Canada tour 

Canada was discovered by 
explorers looking for the short¬ 
cut to Cathay, and Frye sees 
Canadians on a kind of endless 
journey in their search for 
identity. a 

“There have been many 
fables about people who made 
long journeys to find some 
precious objeet. ,, says Frye. 

The moral is often that the 
pot of gold at the end of the 
rainbow is in their own 
backyard But this is not the 
Canadian moral. The Canadian 


identity is bound up with the 
feeling that the end of the rain¬ 
bow never falls on Canada. ” 

But superceding the 
“problem of identity,” as Frye 
sees it, is the Canadian riddie. 
“Where ia^here?” 

“In this program,” he says. 
"I want to look at some of our 
inherited perceptions about 
where here' is; and at some of 
the assumptions and habits of 
mind that have produced these 
perceptions. M 

Canada today, he says, is the 
product of the 17th century ex¬ 
plorer, along with his contejn- 
poraries, the trader and the 
missionary — and the 19th cen- 
tury empire builder — 
tempered by the cold, the vast 
seemingly borderless spaces, 
and the mystique of the land 
. we were launched into 
history by men confident of the 
power of the mathematical 
mind to master space, time 
and nature. We are marked by 
that confidence today . 

“The idea of a chain of com¬ 
mand was boilt into this 
country from the beginning: 
the respect for authority. The 
feeling that head office’ is 
somewhere else, in London. 
Paris. Rome or Washington, 
and that the individual gets his 
dignity from his place in the 
organization 

Some other Frye quotes from 
the program: 

“ . . Perhaps we 
(Canadiahs) have used honesty 
and balance sheets as a sub¬ 
stitute for brilliance and 
riches. Americans like to make 
money; Canadians like to audit 
it . . 

“The physical forts of the 
17th century (Canada) had 
changed by the 19th into the 
cultural attitudes that I call the 
garrison mentality’ . . . defen¬ 
sive and separatist 

“. . . I think the ‘garrison’ at¬ 
titude makes the role of the ar¬ 
tist in Canada . . . extremely 
difficult. A lot of them were 
broken by it . . 

Frye singles out as examples 
of the Canadian artist in¬ 
terpreting the essence of the 
Canadian spirit and landscape 
— poet E. J. Pratt. Emily 
Carr, Tom Thomson and The 
Group of Seven. 

Of Thomson, he says^ 
“He painted no arrivals at any 
human olace — only the 
journey. 

Of E. J. “Ned” Pratt: “I 
think (he) was a landmark 
figure in the development of 


the Canadian imagination. 
Somehow, he had acquired an 
infallible instinct for what was 
central in the Canadian con¬ 
sciousness — the confidence of 
the 17th century, and the anx¬ 
iety of the 19th century ex¬ 
perience . . .” 

Pratt wrote epic poems 
about the martyrdom of the 
Jesuits at Fort Ste. Marie 
(Brebeuf and His Brethren), 
and the building of the CPR 
(Towards the Last Spike). 

Frye, who concludes his es¬ 
say and “personal point of 
view” of Canada in the present 
— the era of the jet plane. TV, 
and moon shots — contends 
that Canada is “not on the edge 
of the earth, but “here, in the 
middle, ” ringed by the world’s 
great powers. “The situation 
may not quite have sunk in yet, 
but it will. And it means that 
the entire country is now a gar¬ 
rison. and there are signs that 
it is being organized to behave 
like one. ” 

Still, he strikes an optimistic * 
note: “We have reached the 
boundaries of nature. Perhaps , 
it’s time to begin the inward 
journey of the spirit. ” 

The “images ’ that accom¬ 
pany Frye’s psychological 
journey into the Canadian psy¬ 
che are kaleidoscopic — 
historical monuments and 
sites, modern places of com¬ 
merce. old maps. Group of 
Seven and earlier paintings. 
Old-World masters, the spaces 
of Canada, historical engrav¬ 
ings and photographs, aerial 
views of Canadian cities, the 
limitless North, the artifacts of 
Canadian history, the view 
from the top of Toronto’s CN 
Tower. Film editor is Aria 
Saare Film cameraman: 
Walter Wicks. CSC. 

The “images” are myriad, 
as Canada’s identity is myriad. 
“Who are we? Where is here?” 
Frye asks. And he answers. 

. . there are as many 
answers as there are places of 
identity across the land ... I 
suppose what you can say is 
that Canada is where these 
places ar^, and a Canadian is 
anyone for whom their names 
conjure up the images of his in¬ 
heritance. ” 

Cue Gordon Pinsent and his 
lyrical, comical, odd. exotic 
pTSCF TVSrfles — The places of 
Canada.
